The 
presentation of the University of Maryland 
yearlings was beyond belief. My reaction 
was one of pity for the animal but was 
not one of curiosity about the consignor— 
instead, disgust. That our agriculturally- 
oriented state university would present 
animals in the condition they did was dis¬ 
graceful. The Animal Husbandry Depart¬ 
ment of our institution should be ashamed.

About Women's Housing 

Sir: 

The problem of housing facilities for 
women at Maryland racetracks is increas¬ 
ing. I have spent the greater portion of my 
life at racetracks and this conflict has come 
to my attention repeatedly. Women at pres¬ 
ent must find alternate housing often caus¬ 
ing great expense and inconvenience. It 
is necessary for women to commute to the 
tracks, although there are facilities for 
housing men at these tracks. 

Statistics reveal the number of women 
employees has risen dramatically in ten 


years to where they constitute a major 
portion of the working force at racetracks. 
Facilities for women in Maryland, unlike 
their neighboring states, have not kept 
pace with progress. I am not advocating 
that entire new structures be built to rectify 
this problem with costs as such. This would 
be difficult on a large scale. 

It has been stated to me by several track 
officials that life at the track is dangerous 
for women.The apparent danger to anyone 
who works around and rides Thorough¬ 
breds is obvious. Surely this hazard is 
equivalent to or greater than living side by 
side with men. 

Considering that women work the same 
hours, share the same work load, and re¬ 
ceive the same pay, they should have the 
right to the same benefits as men.

Although he is best known for his own¬ 
ership of the Pimlico race track, Ben Cohen 
is also one of Maryland's largest Thor¬ 
oughbred breeders — and one of its most 
successful. 


His biggest thrill came in 1965 when his 
3-year-old homebred colt Hail to All won 
the Belmont Stakes after having won the 
Jersey Derby only six days previously. 

"I don't know if anyone else has ever won 
two $100,000 stakes in a six-day period with 
the same horse," says the Baltimore-born 
industrialist. "It might be a record." 

But things aren't going too well this year 
for Mr. Cohen's 24-horse racing stable. He 
hasn't won a stake all year (in 1976 he tied 
for ninth place nationally with six home¬ 
bred stakes winners), and for this lapse 
he blames himself as well as the luck of 
the game. 

"I'm just too busy to pay as much atten¬ 
tion to my stable as I should," he says. "And 
in any business, I don't care what it is, if you 
don't work on it, you lose ground." 

Then, scratching a spot on his head 
where hair once grew, the keen-eyed owner 
of approximately 80 horses plunked his 
cigar into an ashtray and rose to pace the 
room. 

"Three years from now," he declares with 
some emotion, "I'm going to sell every 
horse I own. Why three years? Because 
that's when Princely Game's first foals will 
be 2-year-olds. And they'll be running so 
good that my stallion will be worth a lot of 
money. So I'll sell out when he's valuable. 
And by that time. I'll be too old to handle 
the business like I should. 

"You've got to plan for things. And I'm 
planning." 

Princely Game may not be a name which 
sends other breeders into ecstasy, but to Ben 
Cohen that name belongs to a very special 
horse. In 1976 the son of Majestic Prince 
won four consecutive stakes at Bowie and 
in his bid for a fifth (at the Fair Grounds) 
fractured a sesamoid bone while perform¬ 
ing as favorite in the $100,000 Louisiana 
Derby. 

"Up until the Louisiana Derby," says Mr. 
Cohen, "he was as good as any 3-year-old 
in the country. He was a shorter price in the 
winter book for the Kentucky Derby than 
Bold Forbes (who won it). 


"I should have retired him right then and 
there. But I didn't. I made a mistake. So 
now, when the lustre has worn off of him. 
I'm sending him to stud. But it doesn't hurt 
his potential any. I know he was a top 
3-year-old. He proved he was a top 3-year- 
old. And with the pedigree he's got, he fig¬ 
ures to make a top stallion. Only trouble 
is, I may have trouble convincing other 
people that I'm right." 

So to attract a big book of mares. Princely 
Game will stand at John W. Jacobs' Stymie 
Manor Farm next year for a $1,000 live foal 
fee. "He was bred to five mares this past 
June," adds Cohen. "They all got one cover. 
Three are in foal and the fourth might be. 
One is definitely barren." 

Asked if the horse, now 5, will be syndi¬ 
cated, Mr. Cohen said: "He might be three 
years from now when I sell all my horses. 
But for the present, no. I'm going to gamble 
on him hitting it big before I sell any part of 
him." 

Princely Game is, of course, only one of 
several stallions Mr. Cohen has retired to 
stud. His best was Hail to All who died 
prematurely in Kentucky as the result of an 
accident in his paddock. And there is also 
Ellen's Reason (a stakes-placed full brother 
to Hail to All) who is at stud in New York. 

But it is Princely Game that Mr. Cohen 
hangs his hopes on. 

"I rarely breed more than one mare to any 
single horse in one season," he notes, "but 
next year I'm sending three to Princely 
Game. He's got everything I want in a 
stallion—racing record, conformation and 
pedigree." 

The pedigree to which Cohen refers is all 
of his own making. 

He bought Princely Game's second dam 
(Merry Colonel) in 1959 as a yearling at 
Keeneland. He won three races with her 
(Eddie Yowell was his trainer from 1951 
through 1972) and then sent her to stud. 
Her best foal was Good Game, a daughter of 
Dead Ahead. She was a stakes-placed win¬ 
ner of $88,267 ("would have been a stakes 
winner if Freddie Colwill hadn't taken her 
number down"), and at stud she has pro¬ 
duced two stakes winners—All Game 
($35,120) and Princely Game ($73,490). 

As might be expected with a city-raised 
boy who became a self-made multimil¬ 
lionaire, Mr. Cohen doesn't have much in 














Princely Game continued 
the way of sentiment for most of his horses. 
In fact, he rarely ever sees them except 
when they are performing in races. 

His 16 broodmares are regularly quar¬ 
tered at J. Fred Colwill's Halcyon Farm, as 
are his 15 weanlings and 15 yearlings. His 
race track trainer is Hubert (Sonny) Hine 
who is currently at Meadowlands where he 
is training for Cohen ten 2-year-olds, seven 
3-year-olds and seven older horses. 

Why Meadowlands instead of Laurel? 

"I'd rather him race here in Maryland," 
replies Ben, "but Sonny likes the big pots 
up there." 

Asked if he ever worked with his horses, 
Mr. Cohen said: "You mean like mucking 
out?" He shook his head vigorously. "I 
work for them. It takes a lot of money to 
pay those bills." 

A horseplayer all of his adult life, Mr. 
Cohen became a horse owner in 1951 with 
the purchase of War Age from the Riddle 
dispersal sale held at Hialeah. War Age 
started him off right, winning $99,065. 

Ten months after getting his first horse, 
he got his first race track—Pimlico. 

He also owned Charles Town (all of his 
race track deals being in partnership with 


his 84-year-old brother Herman) for a while 
and nibbled at some other tracks along the 
way. 

It has been said (with some justification) 
that at Pimlico Mr. Cohen is his own best 
customer. 

Except for mucking out stalls, there is no 
aspect of racing which doesn't captivate Mr. 
Cohen's interest. 

Among his many jobs and duties, he 
ranks his ownership of Pimlico as being 
his most important and time-consuming. 

Next comes his construction business, 
followed by his rental business, followed 
by his investment business. 

Is his horse business next? 

"Hard to say," replies Mr. Cohen. "My 
wife arranges a big social calendar for us. I 
don't know which comes next in time and 
attention. Social engagements keep me 
awful busy." 

But when it comes to thrills in life, Mr. 
Cohen has no trouble singling out that 
rarest of moments. 

"It was the Belmont Stakes," he smiles, 
lighting another cigar. "1 didn't walk down 
to the winner's circle. And I didn't run 
down to it. I got up and flew. Just like a 
bird!" □

The horses were saddled, and the race 
was run. 

Spectacular Bid won by more than eight 
lengths while setting a new track record. 

Franklin passed the finish line and began 
to pull up. Normally, 
the winner waits on 
the backstretch until 
all of the other horses 
are headed back to 
the unsaddling area. 
Franklin couldn't 
wait. As soon as his 
horse came to a walk, 
the boy from the 
Dundalk section of 
Baltimore county 
turned Spectacular 
Bid and began the 
canter back to the 
winner's circle. 

There was only 
one person he was 
looking for in that 
crowd of 16,187. And 
that was Bud Delp. 

With a grin that can be made only by 
the very young, he waved his whip in a 
moment of true ecstasy and looked his 46- 
year-old boss directly in the eye. 

Into the winner's circle he rode, waving 
and smiling at the crowd. 

Bud moved quickly to the side of the 
horse. Then he did an unexpected thing. 
He reached up with both arms, put his 
hands around Ronnie's head and drew the 
boy's face down to his level so that he 
could kiss him. 

Next came the flood of Spectacular Bid 
well-wishers. 


While the horses were in the paddock 
being saddled for the $142,280 Laurel 
Futurity, a trainer who had no starter in 
the 2-year-old race was heard to say: 
"It's a wonderful thing Bud Delp is doing 
for that rider of his 
(Ronnie Franklin), 
but he's taking a 
helluva chance. If it 
was me. I'd have 
used Shoemaker." 

But trainer Grover 
G. (Bud) Delp wanted 
to do more than mere¬ 
ly win the 2-year-old 
national champion¬ 
ship with Spectacu¬ 
lar Bid. He wanted 
also to nail down 
another Eclipse award 
(emblematic of a na¬ 
tional championship) 
for his 18-year-old 
protege, Ronnie 
Franklin. 

So he gave the 
mount on his rising superstar to the Balti- 
more-bom apprentice. 

Bug boys get no weight concessions in 
stakes. Spectacular Bid carried the same 
122 pounds as his three rivals—those three 
horses being ridden by Steve Cauthen, 
Jeffrey Fell and Larry Snyder. 

Should Shoemaker have been imported 
from California, or Velasquez from New 
York? 

Delp smiled his confidence—even though 
his kid rider (who rode his first winner 
at Bowie on February 20 earlier this year) 
was going up against the nation's best. 
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Trained by Bud Debp, Harry Meyerhoff's $37,000 bargain 
clinched the Eclipse award for 2-year-old colts with his 
record-setting victory under apprentice Ronnie Franklin. 


Into the paddock streamed the owners 
(Harry Meyerhoff, his wife Teresa and his 
son Tom) and many of their friends. When 
the track photographer took the winner's 
circle picture one reporter counted 37 


that Delp was bom into racing. His mother 
was married to trainer Raymond B. Archer 
(now retired at age 80; for a story on Mr. 
Archer see page 72) and Bud went to work 
for him as a teenager. 



people trying to pose for it. 

"I couldn't get them all in the shot," 
lamented photographer Jerry Frutkoff. "To 
show that many people in one picture, 
you've got to back way off and have a lot of 
space. The paddock—especially with all 
those reporters in it—wasn't big enough." 

So if Frutkoff missed 15 or 20, what's it 
matter? 

Franklin was in the picture, and that, 
after all, was the only thing Delp had 
taken a chance on. 

For those who don't know this respected 
and highly successful trainer, it can be said 


Born and raised in Harford county, Delp 
has been in contact with horses almost 
every day of his life. Seventeen years ago 
he went out on his own as a trainer. 

His success has been spectacular. 

Unlike Archer, Bud didn't aspire to the 
slow pace of a small, essentially non¬ 
claiming stable. He aimed, instead, for the 
frenzied excitement involved in claiming 
horses right and left—trying to outguess 
his competitors as to the soundness of 
those Thoroughbreds which regularly run 
for a price. 

And Bud did well.

So well, in fact, that he and three other 
trainers (King Leatherbury, Dick Dutrow 
and John Tammaro) began to win a dis¬ 
proportionate number of the races run in 
Maryland. The press called them the Big 
Four. 

Then, a few years ago, John Tammaro 
quit Maryland and went to New York. 
(He is now in Canada.) Maryland's Big 
Four became the Big Three. And they con¬ 
tinued to win a disproportionate number 
of races. 

There are, however, differences in the 
operation of the three stables. 

Leatherbury and Dutrow train approxi¬ 
mately 80 horses apiece for many, many 
owners. Delp has perhaps as many horses, 
but only five major owners. (Plus a half- 
dozen "little" owners with one and two- 
horse stables.) His five "big" owners 
include such tycoons of the industrial world 
as the Meyerhoffs and E. P. Taylor. 

In Delp's case, greater wealth on the part 
of his owners translates into a greater finan¬ 
cial investment in horses. What does this 
mean? It means that Mr. Taylor's Windfields 
Farm sends him 2-year-oIds by Northern 
Dancer. It means that Harry Meyerhoff can

go to the world's best auction sales anid 
buy almost anything his heart desires. 

And from that information, it might be 
concluded that Spectacular Bid was bought 
for a headline price at a summer auction in 
Kentucky or Saratoga. 

But it didn't happen that way. 

Spectacular Bid wasn't good enough to 
make a summer sale. 

He sold in Keeneland's bargain basement 
auction, the Keeneland Fall. 

He was Hip No. 532 and he brought 
$37,000. (Average price in 1977 for the 
Keeneland-Saratoga summer sales yearlings 
was $74,767.) 

Bud Delp, the veteran claiming expert 
who had risen to the top in the most 
competitive phase of horse racing, proved 
again that he has an eye for a horse. 

At any price. Spectacular Bid was to 
prove himself a bargain. At $37,000, he 
was a giveaway. 

The gray colt is by Bold Bidder (himself 
a champion, winner of $478,021; sire of 
more than 30 stakes winners, including 
Kentucky Derby winner Cannonade and 
foreign champions Highest Trump and 
Rash Move). Spectacular Bid is out of 
Promised Land's daughter Spectacular. 
Spectacular did not win a stake, but she did 
set a six-furlong track record at Pleasanton 
of 1:09 1/5 and she did finish second in a 
cheap, restricted stake at Bay Meadows as 
a 3-year-old. (The race was the $12,500 My 
Fair Lady Stakes which was restricted to 
3 and 4-year-old fillies bred in California. 
Pleasanton is a one-mile oval in Alameda 
county, California.) 

Spectacular Bid is Spectacular's first foal. 

The colt's second dam is Stop On Red, 
a twin sister to Go On Green. Both twins 
were winners—a highly unusual achieve¬ 
ment in the Thoroughbred industry. Go On 
Green has been bred exclusively to Carry 
Back and has produced four moderate win¬ 
ners. Stop On Red has produced five win¬ 
ners, including two which won stakes and 
two which placed in stakes. 

Until starting his own stable 17 years ago. 
Bud Delp worked as foreman and assistant 
to his stepfather, Raymond Archer. 
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Everything considered—good top line, 
so-so bottom line—the price of $37,000 for 
Spectacular Bid seemed reasonable for both 
seller and buyer. 

But the gray colt is a freak. 

In his first start (June 30 at Pimlico) he 
was 6-to-l. With Franklin up, he won by 
more than three lengths. In his second start 
(July 22 at Pimlico) he was 3-to-lO. With 
Franklin up, he won by eight lengths. 

Next he moved into stakes company and 
ran his only truly disappointing race. At 
odds of 17-to-lO, he was fourth in Mon¬ 
mouth's Tyro. 

During the balance of the year, he was 
to lose only Delaware's Dover (finishing 
second to Strike Your Colors) while win¬ 
ning in consecutive order the World's Play¬ 
ground (Atlantic City), Champagne (Bel¬ 
mont), Young America (Meadowlands), 
Laurel Futurity (Laurel) and Heritage (Key¬ 
stone). 

His earnings after the Keystone race 
stand at $384,484. 

Bud Delp, who lives in Laurel, couldn't 
have been more thrilled by his colt's triumph 
in the Laurel Futurity. After all, there were 
only two other colts in the entire country 
being considered for the nation's 2-year- 


old championship. Both of them—General 
Assembly and Tim the Tiger—were in the 
Laurel race. And neither could muster even 
a challenge to the vastly superior winner. 

Standing in the winner's circle after he 
had kissed Ronnie Franklin, Bud waved 
his arms to his 37 friends who crowded 
around him. He attempted to place them 
in proper position for a photograph. "You 
stand here, you get there ..." 

But that part of it didn't matter anyway. 
Jerry Frutkoff's camera wasn't big enough 
for a 37-person photograph which had to 
include a horse. □ 


More On Delp 


Grover Greer Delp was 9 years old when 
his mother married Raymond B. Archer 
who was at that time training horses for 
Delp's grandfather, Grover C. Greer. Bud's 
mother had been a widow, her husband 
having drowned at a swimming party when 
Bud was a year and a half old. 
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Delp continued 

"I'm not too clear on exactly how it hap¬ 
pened or even where it happened/' says 
Bud. "All I know is that my father's brother 
was drowning because of cramps. My 
father swam out to help him. My father 
drowned and his brother was saved." 

Delp says that after being introduced to 
the race tracks by his stepfather, he himself 
never wanted to be anything except a horse 
trainer. "I remember I used to hook school 
to go to the tracks. And later on I cut classes 
at the University of Maryland to go to the 
tracks. All I ever wanted was to be a trainer. 
They finally kicked me out of college. It was a 
mistake going there in the first place. I only 
went because my mother insisted on it." 

Following his abortive enrollment at Col¬ 
lege Park, Delp went into the Army. When 
he got out he went to work full-time for Mr. 
Archer. 

"He was a superior horseman," recalls 
Bud. "His only fault was that he was in¬ 
clined to over-protect his horses. If they 


were worth $4,000, he ran them for $5,000. 
But he was such a good horseman that he 
still won a lot of races." 

Seventeen years ago, Delp (who was then 
Archer's foreman and assistant trainer) 
asked his stepfather for a raise. "I was mak¬ 
ing $125 a week with no days off. I told him 
I'd have to have a raise or else I'd go off on 
my own. I waited a week for an answer, but 
he never gave me either a yes or a no. So 
then I told him I was leaving. Gave him a 
six-week notice. 

"I had no hard feelings towards him. But 
I was surprised when he claimed two 
horses off of me after I started my own sta¬ 
ble." 

Today Delp has 74 horses in his barn and 
he says he can't wait to get to them each 
morning. 

"I pity the guy who can't stand his job. 
The guy who doesn't want to get out of bed 
in the morning. When that alarm clock goes 
off. I'm wide awake. Right away I start 
thinking about my horses.

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'"Spectacular Bid is great, of course. To 
me it's like having a great big chocolate 
cake with lots of icing on it. That's the way I 
look at a good horse. But with Spectacular 
Bid, it's like having an extra layer of icing. 
In other words, he's a real treat." 

But Delp says that there are two levels of 
excitement for him in racing. 

One level is that of his stake horses, par¬ 
ticularly Spectacular Bid. 

The other level is the claiming game, 
which he dearly loves. 

"I'd be bored to death," he says, "if all I 
had was a couple of good horses. I've got to 
claim. That's my day-to-day excitement. It's 
the claiming that keeps me sharp and eager. 

"When I took Harry Meyerhoff's horses 
eight years ago (originally Harry and his 
brother Robert owned horses in partner¬ 
ship, racing under the name of Sycamore 
Stable), I told him that I wanted his permis¬ 
sion to claim. Now you know he's not really 
interested in claiming. But to please me, he 
lets me do it. And I'm telling you I love it." 

Bud says he has no intention of repeating 
his mother's error by insisting that his two 
sons attend college. 

The boys (age 18 and 16) have, in fact, 
already quit school. 

"They're working for me," says Bud. 
"They're going to my school. And I'm giv¬ 
ing them both good grades because they're 
quick learners. I want to make sure that 
they don't start off with the same 
roadblocks I had. They both want to be 
trainers, and I'm going to help them as 
much as I can." □ 


More On Franklin 


The affection Bud Delp demonstrated for 
his 18-year-old apprentice rider Ronnie 
Franklin when he kissed him following the 
Laurel Futurity isn't surprising when one 
realizes that the boy from Dundalk actually 
lives with Delp and his two teenage sons. 

"I've been divorced since 1972," says the 
46-year-old trainer, "but my two boys 


(Doug, 18, and Gerald, 16) stayed with me 
at my house in Laurel instead of moving to 
Florida with their mother. Ronnie and 
Doug are the same age. All three boys get 
along great with each other. They have a lot 
of fun." 

Delp recalls that it was in May of 1976 that 
he first laid eyes on Franklin. 



"We were stabled at Pimlico, and one 
morning they made an announcement over 
the P.A. system that there was a boy at the 
stable gate who wanted to get a job walking 
hots. Well, we needed a hotwalker. So I sent 
my nephew (Brian Delp) over to hire him. 

"Of course, he wanted to become a jockey. 
That was always his goal." 

And it didn't take Ronnie long to fulfill his 
dream. His first mount was Pioneer Patty at 
Bowie on February 4, 1978. Delp didn't 
think the 11-to-l shot had much chance. But 
an amazing thing happened: Pioneer Patty 
won by three lengths. 

Since then Ronnie has won over 200 races 
and has an excellent chance to win an 
Eclipse award as the nation's best appren¬ 
tice rider for the 1978 season. □

Have Beaten Affirmed?

It could be that the nation's best 3-year- 
old is Mac Diarmida. 

Phooey, you say. What about Affirmed 
and his courageous shadow, Alydar? 

Well, in the first place, Mac Diarmida's 
record is in some ways more impressive 
than Affirmed's. And, in the second place, 
they've never raced against each other. And 
if they had met in the $200,000 Washington 
(D.C.) International last month, who do you 
think the winner would have been? 

My guess is that Mac Diarmida would 
have won it, if for no other reason than that 
turf racing is his game. 

Mac Diarmida didn't run in the Triple 
Crown races because they're all contested 
on dirt tracks. But he has a remarkable rec¬ 
ord, nevertheless. 

Winner this year of 12 races from 14 
starts, Mac twice accomplished a feat at 
which Affirmed twice failed. That was to 
win major stakes from older horses. Big 
Mac won the $150,000 Canadian Interna¬ 
tional Championship at Woodbine from 
older horses in addition to Laurel's even 
richer grass race. But when Affirmed went 
against older horses in the Marlboro Hand¬ 
icap and Jockey Club Gold Cup he bowed to 
the likes of Seattle Slew and Exceller. 

All of Affirmed's victories this year (he 
won 8 of 11 starts) were achieved against 
3-year-olds. There can be no doubt that he 
was the best of his dirt track con¬ 
temporaries—but on the grass Big Mac 
was even more of a standout. 

In driving, all-out finish of the 
Washington International, Mac Diarmida 
edges Tiller by a head margin. 
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Mac Diarmida continued 

No one will be able to say with certainty 
which of these two magnificent 3-year-olds 
is the better horse—not until they meet in 
competition, preferably one time on the 
dirt and another on grass. 

As far as Laurel's 27th running of the 
Washington (D.C.) International is con¬ 
cerned, Mac Diarmida performed like a true 
champion. He was one of four 3-year-olds 
in the eight-horse lineup (the other three 
finished sixth, seventh and eighth) and got 
up to win by a head from 4-year-old Tiller. 
Waya, 4, was third, three lengths behind 
the runner-up. Another length and a half 
back in fourth position came France's Tril¬ 
lion, 4, who performed as 9-to-5 favorite. 

The first three finishers were represent¬ 
ing the USA, giving this country a "regret¬ 
table" clean sweep—regrettable in that 
dominance by the hometowners may dis¬ 
courage foreigners in future years. 

Owned by Dr. Jerome M. Torsney, Mac 
Diarmida is by Minnesota Mac out of Flying 
Tammie by Tim Tam. He is trained by 
former jump rider Flint (Scotty) Schulhofer 
and has earned $503,184 this year. As a 
2-year-old, Mac made two starts, gained 
one third, earning $1,200. 

His first start as a 3-year-old took place at 
Hialeah on January 18. That race was on the 
dirt track and Mac Diarmida finished 
eighth while competing against maidens. 

He came back two weeks later (again meet¬ 
ing maidens) in a Hialeah grass race and 
won by five lengths. That race told 
Schulhofer all he wanted to know about Big 
Mac's preference for racing surfaces. Never 
again in 1978 was Mac Diarmida to run on a 
dirt track. 

Including his win over maidens, Mac 
gained victories in ten consecutive races (of 
which six were stakes). His only defeat on 
the grass occurred in Belmont's Man o' War 
in which he faced older horses for the sec¬ 
ond time. (The first time in a stakes race. In 
May at Monmouth he had won an allow¬ 
ance race from older horses.) 

In the Man o' War (a mile and three fur¬ 
longs), Mac Diarmida ran third to Waya and 
Tiller. 


He faced those same two older horses in 
the Washington International and reversed 
the decision. 

There is, of course, nothing unusual 
about a 3-year-old winning the Laurel clas¬ 
sic. In fact, Mac Diarmida was the fourth 
consecutive 3-year-old winner and the fifth 
in the past six years. Of the 27 runnings, 12 
have been won by 3-year-olds. 

Bred in Florida by John Hartigan, Mac 
was sold to Dr. Torsney, a New Jersey aller¬ 
gist, privately as a weanling. He is the first 
stakes winner ever owned by the physician. 

Flying Tammie, dam of the grass 
specialist, is owned by Larry Millison, 
owner of Heritage Manor Farms in 
Lexington Park, Md. Mr. Millison acquired 
her in the 1977 Ocala Breeders Sales for 
$7,700. 

Barren for 1978, she is currently in foal to 
Mr. Millison's home stallion. No No Billy, 
from an April cover. 

Mr. Millison had intended to sell Flying 
Tammie at the Keeneland Fall Sales last 
month, but, at the last minute, he changed 
his mind. 

After scratching the 8-year-old mare from 
the sale in which she was catalogued as Hip 
No. 57, Millison explained his decision: 
"When Mac Diarmida won the Interna¬ 
tional, I just decided to keep her, hoping I 
could get lucky. I'm shooting craps, I guess. 
But there's the taxes to consider, too. 

"Anyway, the foal she's carrying is bred a 
lot like Mac Diarmida. In addition to them 
having the same dam, both Mac Diarmida 
and the foal will be sired by sons of 
Rough'n Tumble." □

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The smallest crowd ever to witness a 
renewal of the 27-year-old Washington 
(D.C.) International turned out at Laurel 
last month to see American horses finish 
one-two-three in the mile and a half grass 
classic. 

The race, which peaked in 1958, has been 
steadily declining since 1964 (see charts, 
pages 38, 39) and is now no more exciting 
than a regular Saturday feature in New 
York. 

This year there were horses from Canada, 
Italy and France in addition to four contes¬ 


tants from this country. Mostly, they were 
class horses, and they provided an excellent 
contest. 

But only 20,520 fans were present—42 
fewer than turned out in 1954 to see 
Fisherman account for the race's third run¬ 
ning. 

The largest of the 27 crowds to witness a 
Washington International was present in 
1958 when 40,276 fans (who bet 2,645,834 
1958 dollars) witnessed the victory of 
’^Sailor's Guide following the disqualifica¬ 
tion of ’^Tudor Era. 
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Obviously, John D. Schapiro's dream 
race ( a dream which actually came true for 
its first 13 years) is no longer a magnet for 
racing fans. 

It's a good grass race with an interna¬ 
tional flavor—not the world championship 
to which Schapiro aspired. 

The charts shown on pages 38 and 39 il¬ 
lustrate the comparative popularity of 
Maryland's only classic races, the Preakness 
and the International. 

Because the International was first raced 
in 1952, Preakness figures are restricted to 
that same 27-year period. Illustrated by the 
graphs is the fact that the two races drew 
comparable crowds from 1952 through 1964. 

During those 13 years it was always nip 
and tuck with both races drawing compara¬ 
ble crowds, the Preakness winning nar¬ 
rowly by a margin of 7 to 6. 

Then in 1965 Pimlico attracted a slightly 
better than average crowd for the Preakness 
while Laurel's gate dropped alarmingly. 
(Preakness, 38,108; International, 30,089). 

Never again were the two races to prove 
equal in popularity. 

It is, perhaps, interesting to note that at 
precisely this time (1965) Pimlico under¬ 
went a painful change in management. Lou 
Pondfield was fired as the track's general 
manager. He was succeeded by Barclay 
Odell who was succeeded in 1969 by the 
incumbent general manager. Chick Lang. 

Under Lang's guidance, the Preakness 
has risen to one of the nation's biggest 
sports attractions. This year 81,261 fans 
were present to see Affirmed defeat Alydar. 

Although management undoubtedly 
plays a major role in the popularity of the 
two races, it can not be assumed that the 
International would have attracted 80,000 
spectators had Chick Lang called the shots 
at Laurel. 

Other factors hurting the International 
include competition from tracks in New 
York and California, improved trans¬ 
oceanic air transportation (which shrinks 
the world, thereby lessening Laurel's 
"heroic" efforts in bringing foreigners to 
Maryland), and the first-time impact 
(which can never be duplicated after being 
once achieved) of luring contestants from 
such exotic countries as Russia and Japan. 

Additionally, there are the two races 
themselves. 


Schapiro originally hoped to have the 
world's best horses competing at Laurel in a 
world championship contest. And at times 
he either succeeded or came within an inch 
of success. 

Kelso, for example, was America's Horse 
of the Year from 1960 through 1964. In three 
of those five years he competed in the In¬ 
ternational, winning (from Gun Bow) in 
1964 and finishing second (to ’^Match II and 
Mongo) in 1962 and 1963. 

Roman Brother was Horse of the Year in 
1965. He finished third that year in the In¬ 
ternational, losing to French horses 
’^Diatome and ’‘^Carvin IT 

Damascus was Horse of the Year in 1967. 
Installed odds-on favorite to win that year's 
International, he lost by a nose to Fort 
Marcy. 

Those were truly championship strug¬ 
gles, the best in America confronting top 
horses from Europe. 

But recent American Horse of the Year 
aspirants have avoided the International. 
Beginning in 1971, Horse of the Year honors 
have gone to Ack Ack, Secretariat (twice). 
Forego (three times) and Seattle Slew— 
none of whom competed in the Interna¬ 
tional. 

The Preakness is not compelled to make a 
sales pitch for contestants. 

As middle jewel in the Triple Crown it is 
an absolutely essential race for every 
3-year-old of championship potential. 

And 3-year-olds have lustre—a great deal 
more lustre than older horses which have 
built their fame over a distance of ground 
on the grass. 

It is not for me to say that the Interna¬ 
tional has deteriorated to such a low point 
that it should be discontinued. This is a de¬ 
cision which must be faced by Schapiro. 
After all, there is certainly nothing wrong 
with having an International which is as 
good as (if not better than) the feature race 
run the same day in New York. 

But it is a shame to see anything (be it 
horse, man or business) which was once a 
brilliant star fade into obscurity. 

Those early Internationals had their own 
mystique which can never be duplicated. 

Meanwhile, the Preakness gets better and 
better. □

This nomination fee must be followed by 
further payment of $25 (by April 1, 1979) 
for eoch nominated 2-yeQr-old. (Or if foiling 
to meet that deodline, o lote fee of $75 is 
due by June 1, 1979). No other payments 
ore due except on entry fee of $500 ond o 
storting fee of $250. 

Rules for the Maryland Futurity state that only 
stallions which stood in Maryland in 1976 ore 
eligible for nomination. The list wos compiled 
by the Morylond Horse Breeders Association 
and is believed to be occurote ond 
Qll-inclusive. If any errors ore detected, 
they should be reported to the MHBA at 
301-252-2100. 

All stollion nomination poyments must be 
received (or postmorked) on or before 
January 15. All telephone nominations ore 
subject to the payment being received os of 
this time. 

If on owner of o 2-yeQr-old sired by on 
eligible stollion would like to nominote the 
stollion should the stollion owner decline to 
do so, the owner of the 2-yeQr-old may check 
with the MHBA office to determine if the 
stollion has been nominated. All stollion 
owners who do not wish to nominote their 
stallions ore urged to notify the MHBA office, 
so that interested owners of 2-yeQr-olds may 
be given on opportunity to nominote.

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Homebred J. D. May Wins 
Stakes For Joe McCaffrey 

By Snowden Carter 


Joe McCaffrey picked up a check last 
month for $30,637. 

"1 still can't believe it," says the modest, 
soft-spoken owner of a busy hamburger 
stand located adjacent to the fashionable 
Green Spring Inn at Falls and Joppa roads 
in Baltimore county. 

Mr. McCaffrey had never, ever won a 
stake race. In fact, he doesn't often win a 
race. He points his small, homebred stable 
every year for the Timonium meeting, only 
rarely winning a purse at any of Maryland's 
other tracks. 

"Usually, I win one or two races a year," 
says the 50-year-old owner-trainer-breeder 
who sells pony rides to children in a little 
lot behind his short-order restaurant. "If I 
win five or six races in a year, it's an 
awfully big season for me." 

But last month at Charles Town Mr. 
McCaffrey took down first money in the 
second division of the rich Tri State Futu¬ 
rity. He won the seven-furlong race with 
a maiden named J.D. May which was per¬ 
forming at odds of 67-to-l. 

Did Joe bet on the 2-year-old son of 
Count Brook? 

"No!" he answers with a grin. "But I 
really felt that he had a shot." 

J.D. May's name was composed by Mrs. 
McCaffrey, it being a combination of Joe's

first two initials and a portion of Mrs. 
McCaffrey's name, Mabel. 

"He's the only colt I've ever raised that I 
didn't castrate as a yearling," says McCaf¬ 
frey. "So that tells you something about 
my regard for him. I always felt he might 
have potential as a stallion." 

Mr. McCaffrey is sitting at a table in his 
tiny one-room restaurant while being inter¬ 
viewed. Signs outside the building pro¬ 
claim it to be Windy Valley Farms. Adver¬ 
tised in big, bold letters are hamburgers, 
hot dogs, coffee, homemade ice cream, ice 
milk, milk shakes, sundaes and the Num¬ 
bers Game Lottery. 

It's a busy place. Open at 6 a.m., closing 
at midnight. A staff of 15, many of whom 
are members of Joe's family. 

"A little bit like a club," notes the inter¬ 
viewer as customers shout while watching 
a shiny ball bounce its way down a ma¬ 
chine as lights flash and buzzers make their 
pinball machine noise. 

"Yeah," says McCaffrey, "all the horse 
people from around here come by. Eddie 
Blind, Fred Colwill, Raymond Vogelman. 
Ray comes by almost every night to buy ice 
cream for his dogs and cats." 

It was to Raymond Vogelman's stallion 
Count Brook (located only two or three 
miles from Joe's hamburger stand and 
horse farm) that McCaffrey bred Piano 
Jim's daughter Miss Denim. The result of 
that mating was J.D. May, winner of a 
division of the Tri State. 
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McCaffrey continued 

"The stud fee was $750," recalls McCaf¬ 
frey. "Now Ray says he's going to increase 
the fee. I tell him I ought to get a dis¬ 
count, instead of paying more." 

Mr. McCaffrey raises his horses (three 
broodmares, two weanlings, one yearling) 
on an 11-acre tract behind his restaurant. 
"I own four acres of that property," he 
notes. "The other seven are owned by the 
Green Spring Inn. I don't pay for using 
their land. It's a favor, that's all." 

Mixed in with the Thoroughbreds are 
ponies and riding horses which are used 
for selling rides. 

Mr. McCaffrey inherited the property 
and the restaurant from his mother and 
father. 

"They had a farm here of about 30 to 40 
acres," recalls Joe. "My father farmed it 
and had teams of horses that he used to do 
excavating work with. My mother ran the 
restaurant. I was born and raised right 
here. Never left it until about five or six 
years ago when we bought a home on 
Padonia road." 

Joe and Mabel McCaffrey have four sons 
(age 19 to 13) and all of them work either 
in the restaurant or with the horses. 

"I got my first horse," says Joe, "from 
Janon Fisher. My father-in-law (Bartus Tal¬ 
bert) worked on his farm. That horse was by 
Swashbuckler. I think his name was Brawl. 
That would have been about 30 years ago. 

"Back then, I used to gallop my horses 
here on the farm and hack them (five miles 
across country) to Timonium when they 
needed a work. Only thing I tried to do was 
win a couple of races at Timonium. Some¬ 
times I got lucky. A couple of years ago 
I won six at Timonium. 

"Up until J.D. May my best colt was 
Koorb. He won at Laurel for me last year, 
and I could have sold him for a big price. 
Then he got sick and hasn't done anything 
since. Hasn't even finished in the money. I 
should have sold him, but the truth is I've 
never sold a single horse in all my life." 

Joe's racing stable consists of four horses, 
two of which are unraced 2-year-olds. Un¬ 
official trainer of the McCaffrey horses is 
Tommy Gardner. 


"I used to do the training myself," he 
explains, "but I turned them over to Tommy 
so I could get some decent sleep. I don't 
usually get out of the restaurant until 1 or 
2 o'clock in the morning. So I sleep until 
9 or 10." 

Official trainer of J.D. May for the Tri 
State was Charles W. Whims. 

"Charley just saddled the horse," says 
Joe. "He really doesn't train him. You see, 
he was already licensed in West Virginia. 
If Tommy or I had gone down as trainer 
we'd have had to do a lot of paper work 
filling out forms and pay lots of fees. It 
was simpler to have somebody who was 
already licensed." 

If Joe's casual approach to racing seems 
anachronistic in this age of grim com¬ 
mercialization, it is nevertheless no more 
out of date than the fellowship so evident 
in his hamburger stand. 

Outside the restaurant he sells firewood, 
ice and soft drinks from machines. 

And immediately adjacent to his stand 
is the ultra elegant Wine Merchant shop. 
Beyond that comes the Green Spring Inn— 
a place where attendants offer valet parking. 

Once upon a time, the McCaffrey family 
owned all that property. And they had a 
barn out back filled with riding and work 
horses. 

It's changed. Office buildings, tennis 
clubs and enormous paved parking lots. 

But despite those signs of an extremely 
affluent neighborhood, Joe McCaffrey still 
works behind the same counter as did his 
mother who died three years ago at age 83. 

And there is still a fragment left to Joe 
of his family's 30 to 40-acre farm. 

Sooner or later his horses will be squeezed 
out of their 11-acre pasture, but maybe 
before that happens the balding, mild- 
mannered sportsman will see his dream of 
winning a Preakness come true. 

"But even if I don't," he adds, "I can sure 
say that I've had a lot of fun with horses. 
When you breed them yourself, own them 
yourself and supervise the training, you 
get a lot out of it. And one thing is really 
sure: I'll never forget the thrill I had of 
winning the Tri State Futurity." □

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Martie Sanger's Hunter 
Is Champion Insklinger

tingineers are fiddling with lights in the 
cavernous expanse of the multi-visual Capi¬ 
tal Centre in preparation for the influx of 
enthusiastic Hunt Night horse show goers. 
As the lights darken and brighten, the first 
of 75 field hunters jumps a stadium course, 
performing for a skeleton audience of fam¬ 
ily members and foxhunting diehards. 

There is an unreal feeling in the massive 
dark space, with row upon row of empty 
seats as horses, gleaming and obedient, 
jump the eight fences. The announcer in¬ 
troduces each horse and rider in a matter- 
of-fact way. There is Morton W. (Cappy) 
Smith representing Orange County, riding 
with the antique style of an escapee from a 
hunting print. There is Norman Fraley rid¬ 
ing for Goshen, off duty from the Rockville 
Fire Department. There is Ann Fenwick on 
Nipper, tried and true veteran and babysit¬ 
ter for Ben Nevis and Dosdi. Honest hunt¬ 
ing people and honest hunting horses all. 

And then, with no change of tone, the 
announcer introduces "Number 615, Ink- 
slinger, ridden by Mrs. Michael Sanger." 

Wait a minute . . . doesn't that name 
sound vaguely familiar? 

Could it be the same . . . and if it is, what 
is the five-time champion Maryland-bred 
jumper, European stakes winner and earner 
of $179,905 doing in a class for ordinary, 
down-to-earth—even cold-blooded—field 
hunters? 

And anyway, didn't Inkslinger break his 
leg in Paris? 

The questions are dispelled as a tall and 
elegant brown horse enters the ring. He 
eyes the situation with an air of amused 
nobility, arching his fine neck, and then 
with a rather mischievous air seems to say 
to his diminutive rider, "It's a piece of 
cake." 
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Inkslinger has done it again. If a cat is 
supposed to have nine lives, few cats get a 
chance to prove it to the world. Inkslinger 
is merely a horse, yet he has embarked on a 
new career—showing—in spite of two nar¬ 
row scrapes with death. And he has come 
back from these situations with a certain 
philosophical humor that infects "Inky's 
people," humans such as his owner, his 
teachers and trainers—among them Mikey 
Smithwick, Dan Moore, Audrey Riker and 
now show ring rider Bobbie Stedding. Ink¬ 
slinger just downright changes the lives of 
human beings. 

His owner, Martie Symington Sanger, 
freely acknowledges that Inkslinger has 
shaped her life not only materially, but 
philosophically. And where she and the 
brown gelding are today, in terms of a 
learning relationship, is a challenging and 
an exciting place to be. 

"Inkslinger is a survivor," she says as she 
sits in the study of her beautiful Stevenson 
(Md.) house, surrounded by lovingly- 
tended scrapbooks documenting the geld¬ 
ing's racing career. 

"Inky has had his fantastic ups and his 
real downs. But he has that unbelievable 
courage. And he's an exceptionally wise 
horse. He has a positive and happy attitude 
and because of that every pasture has been 
a little bit greener." 

Now, one might get the impression that 
we are dealing here with a veritable four- 
footed Norman Vincent Peale. But the facts 
are undeniable. This horse, at the peak of 
his racing career, shattered his right cannon 
bone. Dr. Claude Audebert, a veterinary 
surgeon in France, removed seven bone 
chips and inserted the three screws which 
hold his leg together today. Headlines in 
the Baltimore were gloomy. "Inkslinger

fights for life," began Dale Austin's story. 
The accident occurred on June 22, 1974, at 
the Auteuil racecourse just outside Paris. 
Inkslinger was leading in the Grand Stee¬ 
plechase de Paris and, just when things 
seemed brightest, the bone gave way. 

Inkslinger's trainer. Irishman Dan 
Moore, a cousin of his American trainer, 
Mikey Smithwick, wrote Martie a sad note 
on the heels of the accident. 


"Thank you very much for your very kind 
words of appreciation of what I have done 
for Inky. He has been a wonderful horse to 
have had charge of and has answered every 
aid. We are all terribly lonely without him 
and he is equally lost to all. 

"I might add," Moore went on, "if it does 
not hurt too much that Tommy (jockey 
Tommy Carberry) at no time had any 
doubts about him. He had never felt him 
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Inkslinger continued 

going and jumping as he did during this 
race, and never had any doubts as to him 
beating anything that would show 
alongside him." 

At the peak of promise, the obliteration 
of promise. Martie Sanger, in France with 
her new husband Michael and other im¬ 
mediate family, took rapid steps to save the 
gelding. "An amazing series of events was 
really responsible for helping me to save 
Inky," she recalled. "First Tommy Carberry 
realized instantly that something was 
wrong and pulled him up right away, just 
as they were heading into the biggest fence 
of the race. If he had jumped that, Inky 
would have been finished. 

"And then, when the accident happened, 
Joanie Moore (Dan Moore's wife) was the 
first to get to Inky. I was trying to figure out 
what to do, where to take him. I suddenly 
remembered a man, a lovely, gentle charm¬ 
ing jewel of a person I had met in Union- 
ville when I was just separated from my 
first husband (Marshall Jenney). The man 
was Dr. Audebert, a French vet who had 
studied with the late Jacques Jenny. I had a 
book of European names and addresses. 


and there I was in France, and in my hot 
hand I had that book! There in front of my 
eyes was the address and telephone number 
of a friend and, not only that, a friend who 
could help! 

"My father (Fife Symington) volunteered 
to tackle the French telephones and to 
reach Audebert to see if he would take Inky. 
This is the man; this is the number,' I told 
my father. 

"Well, Audebert was reached and he 
agreed to take Inky, but the drawback was 
that his clinic was all the way across France. 
Inky had to go first to the Chantilly clinic, 
and Inky didn't like the Chantilly clinic. 
They put a supporting cast on him and the 
next day, with no painkillers. Inky was 
shipped to Normandy. 

"Michael and I drove and reached Au- 
debert's clinic before Inky did. As the van 
pulled up and Inky hobbled off, I just knew 
that everything would be all right. Inky 
looked around him with interest and just 
the way he responded to the place made me 
know that. 

"You see," Martie Sanger is wistful as she 
tries to explain the facets of this unusual 
horse's personality. "You see. Inky knows 
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and recognizes the people, the pals, who 
love him and take care of him." 

Audebert's small Georgian house and the 
sea breezes over the Normandy beachhead 
sustained the gelding through the next 
three months. During that time, he did not 
leave his stall. He began to do so well that 
thoughts turned to bringing him home. 

"We didn't know what to do about the 
quarantine," Martie recalled. "That was the 
big problem, but then John Schapiro 
worked a miracle. He managed to get Inky 
on the plane that was bringing the Interna¬ 
tional horses to Laurel. That was the most 
fantastic favor anyone could have done. 
Inky landed at Baltimore, spent one night in 
the International quarantine barn at Laurel 
and went right home to Mikey. There he 
was turned out and we didn't even put tack 
on him until one year later, the summer of 
1975." 

And then, the glimmer of a new career for 
Inkslinger began to grow. "It was right then 
that I had the toughest decision I've ever 
had to make. The question was what to do 
with Inky. He was well-mended and feeling 
very good. Mikey suggested I put him back 
in training. 'Horses do run with pins in 
their legs,' he said. 

"I agonized over what to do. The thing 
that was breaking my heart was knowing 
the horse's spirit, his desire to excell, to 
win. If he went into training, he'd give ev¬ 
erything and the odds were good that he 
would push himself beyond the strength of 
his leg. If, on the other hand, I retired 
him, he might dwindle away without a 
challenge. 

"I found myself turning ridiculously sen¬ 
timental, acting like an emotional female. 

"'You might be right,'" I said to Mikey. 
'"He might stand training, but I don't think 
1 can handle it. If he hurts himself, I would 
blame myself forever. But if Inky will hunt 
and show for me, and for me alone, I will 
not let him run. If I can't handle him, if he is 
unmanageable, then he will have to run or 
be retired.' " 

To satisfy his competitiveness, Inkslinger 
is now being schooled for the show ring. 
Observing is Mikey Smithwick, the 5-time top 
Maryland-bred jumper's American trainer. 


The decision was made. And Martie 
Sanger had a new hunter prospect, a broken 
down former racehorse named Inkslinger. 
The "Inky pals" conferred. How would this 
transformation best be accomplished? 

First stop for Inky was Audrey Riker's 
farm. The year was 1976 and the time was 
spent teaching the horse that hunting was 
different, that it wasn't a race. Mikey had 
ridden Inkslinger for several months, slow 
and easy, just building him up physically. 
Then Audrey did more of the same. She 
fooled with him and sat on hills and 
watched the Elkridge-Harford from afar. 

Meantime, Martie produced her third 
child, Michele Sanger, and began to ride 
Inky again herself. It was a grueling time for 
her. 

"At first, Inky would stand on the hill 
and have this worried little face. He didn't 
understand and it made me sad. The whole 
experience was just as hard on me, really 
the worst thing I'd ever lived through. I had 
hunted all my life and always been up front 
and ridden hard. But on Inky, we'd be out 
for two hours and never get out of a trot. 
The whole thing was totally exasperating. 

"But Audrey kept calming me down. 'If 
you can be patient, this time spent will pay 
you dividends you won't believe.' And she 
kept saying that over and over. We'd be in 
the field when the field was doing nothing, 
and out of the field when they were doing 
something. We would wait and watch and 
take our long slow time. 

"And we went hound walking with Inky 
. . . by the hour, day after day. In the be¬ 
ginning he got very lit, but then slowly he 
got better and better. And just as he was 
beginning to understand that horrible 
winter (1976) arrived and hunting was shut 
down. So he did not have a full season. 

"We continued last year and I learned 
more about how to hunt him. You have to 
be smart—you can't let him get running 
and you have to be continually aware of his 
state of mind. If we go off nice and quiet we 
will usually have a nice day. If he gets lit, 
we leave. This horse has brought a whole 
new dimension to my hunting. And if 
you're clever enough, you can usually fig¬ 
ure out something to settle his brain. Also, 
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Inkslinger continued 

Audrey is usually out and the kids are often 
with me (Martie's older daughters, Annie, 
13, and Laura, 9.) Now this year I have even 
dared to hunt him alone, provided I am not 
flanked on either side by my cheery, thrust¬ 
ing friends!" 

But, as this progress was being made, it 
was becoming apparent that just hunting 
wasn't enough for two such competitive 
types as Martie and Inkslinger. Mikey 
Smithwick was the first to recognize a new 
avenue. "One day, as we were just riding 
around at Mikey's, watching other horses 
school, Mikey rode up and blurted, 'Dam¬ 
mit, girl, you're just wasting your time 
fooling around like this. You should be ac¬ 
complishing something. Why don't you 
start to take lessons and do some show¬ 
ing?' 

"It really took me back," Martie said can¬ 
didly. "Mikey was right. These Inky pals 
all have one thing in common. They are al¬ 
ways a step ahead and can see things that 
will be enriching for me. It's wonderful to 
have an objective, a goal. It keeps me 
interested, and Mikey saw that Inky and 
I had reached a slow place. 

"Mikey went on, 'Take some showing 
lessons, and don't take them on Inky. He 
already knows it all.' So I began. 

"I started taking lessons with Sandy El- 
derkin, a former show rider who is not only 
a beautiful rider, but a brilliant teacher. 
And I discovered that show ring riding is a 
totally different discipline, a different 
world. It was fascinating. I could do fine in 
the hunting field, but I didn't know my way 
around a show ring at all, particularly in 
jumping. 

"There must be a constant rhythm, every 
fence must be the same, A-letter perfect. 
You have to use a lot of leg. You have to 
hold the horse under you and count strides 
and wait, hold steady and ride to the fence. 
And you have picked your spot to take off. 
The whole thing is very demanding." 

With the horizon of a new career in sight, 
last fall Inkslinger and his rider began 
cautiously to test themselves at some "leaky 
roof shows." But, as with his racing, just as 
the future seemed bright a setback and near 
tragedy occurred. Inky became very ill. His 


temperature shot to 104 and he was down in 
his stall. Dr. Fred Peterson called it an intes¬ 
tinal disorder and the remedy was to starve 
him for 10 days. Inky began to come around 
and then had a drastic relapse. 

"That was a very awful time," recalls 
Martie. "Mikey really thought he was going 
to die, and he got very glum. One day dur¬ 
ing the time Inky was nearest death, Mikey 
very casually said to me, 'Well now, girl. 
I've been looking for Inky's papers and I 
couldn't find them.' He was preparing to 
have them ready to report Inky's death to 
The Jockey Club. Frightened, I began to 
look through my files too, and I didn't have 
the papers either. I tried to remember if I 
had gotten them back from France when he 
was shipped in 1974. No luck." 

The luck was with Inky. It was not time 
for him to die. Several weeks later, when he 
had started his shaky road to recovery, Mar¬ 
tie Sanger found Inky's papers. They had 
been filed, neatly, beautifully, under In¬ 
terior Decorating. 

Inkslinger recovered through November, 
December, and January. By February, Mar¬ 
tie and Inky were slowly firing up again, 
relearning their lessons from before the ill¬ 
ness. And Inky's happy spirit began to re¬ 
turn as they started attending small local 
shows. 

A new teacher entered their lives as well. 
Sandy Elderkin moved to the West and 
Bobbie Stedding took over as Martie's 
coach, giving her lessons on her daughter 
Annie's horse Point Towards. As Martie 
learned her lessons, Inkslinger repeatedly 
underscored her mistakes. "He has stopped 
with me only twice in our lives," she admit¬ 
ted. "And I love him for it. Both times I was 
doing all the wrong things I've been taught 
not to do. I had nicked him in the mouth 
and got him off balance, and I was off bal¬ 
ance. If he had jumped, I would have gone 
flying. He has learned his lessons so well, 
and I am still trying to learn mine!" 

Sheer exuberance on Inkslinger's part has 
given Martie her share of embarrassment 
too. "Outside courses have always been the 

"Inkslinger is a survivor," says Martie 

of the horse who overcame both a broken leg 
and a severe illness. Her daughters are 
Annie, 13, Michele, 2, and Laura, 9. 
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hardest thing for us. Until this year, in his 
whole life Inky had only jumped two out¬ 
side courses. One was at St. John's when 
everything was going perfectly and Inky, 
fresh as a daisy, bucked me off at the next to 
last fence, in front of all my friends. 

"But really, the most exciting outside 
course for both of us so far was at the Burk- 
heimer's hunter trials where Inky was 
champion. That was when he realized what 
was going on at last. I felt him change. He 
jumped the first three fences and took a big 
deep breath and just relaxed. That whole 
day he could do no wrong. 

"The Master's class was tough on him, 
but he listened the whole time. And then a 
little pony came in from nowhere and he 
jumped the pony too." 

This is the last month of 1978 and cham¬ 
pion Inkslinger, illustrious son of Bronze 
Babu, now has a total of 11 shows under his 
girth. He has a new career, a new goal and a 
lot of pals rooting for him to succeed. 


Meanwhile, jump back in time to the 
Capital Centre, where Inkslinger and Mar- 
tie are beginning their first indoor round. 
They jump well until, making the turn be¬ 
fore the fifth fence, they cut too sharply and 
Inkslinger is obviously going to be in 
wrong. Will he stand back, way back as he 
can, and clear it or will he take an extra 
stride and pop? There is no way the fence 
can be done gracefully, and Inkslinger 
pops. Recovering, the next turn is fine and 
the last fence is a unison of horse and rider 
and relief. They do not place; Cappy Smith 
wins the class. 

No matter . . . they have come far to¬ 
gether and are cheerfully looking ahead. 
There is a challenge, a goal. And a shared 
buoyant spirit may be part of the secret of 
their success. 

"For Inkslinger and for me, what seems 
to be an ending is just another beginning," 
says Martie. □ 





Yesterday's Headliners 


"Hadn't been to the races in Mary¬ 
land for four or five years until Buddy 
invited me down to Laurel last Satur¬ 
day. He wanted me to watch his 
horse run.

He taught 
me some basics and gave me the op¬ 
portunity to get experience around 
the race track and still live and be 
comfortable. But if you're going to 
say he taught me everything I know, 
that's. . . '— GroverG. (Bud) Delp 

Three days after Spectacular Bid ran off 
with the nation's 2-year-old title in the 
Laurel Futurity, Raymond Archer was sit¬ 
ting in the living room of his grand old 
slightly dilapidated Bel Air (Md.) farm¬ 
house. 

He is alone these days unless you count 
the 11-year-old bird dog half asleep at his 
feet. A crusty old man who doesn't mind 
telling you he's 80, probably because he 
seems at least ten years younger, Mr. 
Archer trained horses for over 50 years 
until he gave up working four or five years 
ago. 

During the course of his life he married 
and divorced three women. The second of 
these was Bud Delp's mother. 

"Buddy came to live with me when he 
was nine years old and he lived right here 
in this house until he was 25," said Mr. 
Archer, surveying the room as if he could 
actually see history in it. "He always was 
a hard worker." 

Mr. Archer sees his former stepson every 
two or three years now, whenever they 
happen to run into each other. But when 
Mr. Delp had an idea his big horse was 
about to become a superstar, he decided to

draw the old man into the limelight with 
him. He brought Mr. Archer to the track 
as his guest, gave him a box seat and had a 
special picture taken in the winner's circle 
with just the two of them standing together. 

It was a fine gesture of gratitude. Mr. 
Archer, however, has never been carried 
away with the chance to share someone 
else's glory. He can grow bored with ques¬ 
tions about Bud Delp's upbringing. 

Mr. Delp worked for him, first as hot- 
walker, pony boy and groom and later as 
assistant trainer, from 1956 until 1962. 

If there is one thing he believes he taught 
his highly successful protege, it is the im¬ 
portance of keeping a fit horse from going 
stale. "Different people have different 
ways. But I believe in getting a horse real 
fit, and then easing up on him before a 
big race. Let him get fresh enough to run," 
said Mr. Archer. 

"Other than that I taught Buddy how to 
be a good boy," he smiled. "He works hard 
and tends to his own business. I wasn't 
always that way. Sometimes it was do as 
I say, not as I do." 

Bud Delp remembers Mr. Archer as a 
"topnotch horseman—no question about 
it. From him I learned how to give a horse 
a good foundation before pushing him 
hard." 

Before hiring him around the race track, 
Mr. Archer did everything he could to dis¬ 
courage Bud Delp from going into that line 
of work, recalls the stepson. 

"He knew how tough this life is. And it 
really is tough- He'd never wake me up in 
the morning to go with him. If I wasn't 
sitting in the car waiting for him, he'd 
drive off without me. But I liked the atmo¬ 
sphere of the race track—the dedicated 
grooms, the quiet, the action—it was a lot 
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different in those days," commented Mr. 
Delp in a telephone interview. 

The two men eventually reached an 
impasse over salary, and in the fall of 
1962 Mr. Delp went out on his own during 
the Atlantic City meeting. "I had a wife 
and a baby and another one on the way. I 
went and told him I needed a raise or I'd 
have to leave and give it a go on my own." 

As Raymond Archer tells it, and he tells 
it matter-of-factly. Bud Delp took some of 
the stable's better owners when he left. 
But Mr. Delp recalls the situation different¬ 
ly: "A lot of the people he was training 
for then are with me now, but they didn't 
come with me until after I established 
myself." 

Observes Mr. Archer: "Buddy does a 
lot of things differently from the way I 
used to. Even the same owners I had are 
different now. I had one man who would 
never let me claim horses for him. He 
thought claiming was terrible. Right after 
Buddy took over he had him claiming this 
horse and buying that horse." 

Actually, Mr. Archer seems glad to be 
beyond that kind of competition. He de¬ 
scribes himself as "tired, not retired." His 
son, Raymond Archer, Jr., trains horses at 
Penn National, and he goes there two or 
three times a week to help out, but he 
doesn't seem interested in reliving his own 
racing past. 

"I look at the pictures I've got," said 
Mr. Archer. "And I don't even recognize 
the horses' names. Oh, I remember a few 
of the good ones. I used to have about 20 
horses at a time, and I raced all up and 
down the East Coast, against some of the 
best in the country. A horse named Cape 
Cod was the best I ever had; I claimed 
him for $3,500 at Hialeah and he won 
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$59,000 for me. If I had him now he'd 
have won $259,000." 

Country fairs introduced Mr. Archer to 
horse racing as a child. He can remember 
when horses raced down Main street in 
Bel Air. 

As soon as he was old enough to sit on 
one, his parents bought him a pony. Then 
he progressed to jumping horses which he 
schooled and foxhunted. 

"Had a blind pony that could beat any¬ 
thing around," recalled Mr. Archer. "Fox¬ 
hunted with her, too. Gamest thing I've 
ever seen. When she got up to a jump 
she felt it with her nose and then took off 
as high as she could and either cleared it 
or knocked it over." 

Mr. Archer also amused himself as a 
young man with his own foxhounds (which 
he refers to as dogs). He kept a few; his 
neighbors kept a few, and they frequently 
got together for trials. 

He has lived all his life in the Bel Air 
area, but his parents ran a canning busi¬ 
ness on the Eastern Shore. Mr. Archer, an 
only child, worked in the family business 
until he was 25 years old, when he bought 
his first racehorse and decided to start a 
public stable. 

"My parents were getting old and the 
canning business is seasonal. I didn't have 
work to do a lot of days, but I saw horses 
racing every day. I'd been with horses all 
my life, so I started training them. The 
first horse I ever had, a mare named Titian 
Kitty, was on her way to the kennel to be 
killed when I got her. She won the first 
six out of seven starts for me, then I sold 
her to Dr. (John D.) Gadd," recalled Mr. 
Archer. 

About 50 years ago he bought the farm 
where he now lives; his parents moved 
with him and lived there until they died. 
Originally it was 150 acres, but only about 
95 remain. Part of the acreage went to the 
highway bypass, a fact that still rankles 
the old man. The front acres Mr. Archer 
sold to an automobile dealership and fast 
food chain, so that finding your way down 


his driveway is like going through a time 
warp. 

Of the wives he brought to live there, 
Mr. Archer jokes: "One comes and one 
goes. I'm looking for another woman now. 
But if I had it to do over again I wouldn't 
have so many. Td better not say too much 
because they're all still living." 

Naturally Mr. Archer helped raise Bud 
Delp and his brother Dick, who now works 
for Bud at the track, but Raymond Archer, 
Jr. (whom he calls "Arch"), is his only 
biological child. Young Raymond was 
actually more interested in horses than 
Bud as a child, said Mr. Archer. He credits 
the Racing Form with teaching his son how 
to read. 

"He was having a lot of trouble with 
some dumb method they were using to 
teach reading in the Bel Air school back 
then. If he hadn't of wanted to read the 
Racing Form so badly I don't think he ever 
would have learned how," remarked Mr. 
Archer. 

He estimates his son's age at 35. 

"I don't have a wife. I don't have a 
secretary. How do you expect me to keep 
all these dates straight?" he protests. 

Not that Mr. Archer seems to be failing 
either mentally or physically. "I've got a 
lot to be thankful for. I'm pretty healthy," 
he agrees. 

When he quit training four or five years 
ago, he had just had a "falling out" with 
Audley Farm, where he had a private con¬ 
tract. He simply decided not to get any 
more horses. 

"What am I doing now?" he smiled. 
"Nothing. I've got one cripple out in the 
field and a steer I'm going to kill and eat 
tomorrow. Not many of my friends are left. 
Racing is not a friendly affair, anyway. 
You make friends with a man, and then 
you can't claim horses off him, so you're 
better off being free without any obliga¬ 
tions to anybody. Paddle your own canoe. 
That was always my philosophy. 

"When you're going good and you got 
money, the girls all come around you. Oh, 
I had Cadillacs. Had a hell of a time. Then 
things go bad and they all go and leave 
you. Only thing I've got now is my dog. 
This dog must have brought down 1,000 
ducks and geese in his time. Right now 
he's old and I'm old and we're sitting here 
looking at each other." □

Herself a 
stakes winner in England (Ascot One Thou¬ 
sand Guineas Trial Stakes), Embroidery 
is a sister to stakes winners Artaius and 
Stylish Genie. Dress Extra will stand as 
the property of both Elberon and Country 
Life Farms. 


Janney Residence Burns 

The Locust Hill Farm residence of Mr. 
and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney, Jr., was severely 
damaged by fire last month, and, in escap¬ 
ing the blaze, Mrs. Janney sustained a 
broken arm when she fell from a trellis 
down which she was climbing. 

The fire broke out at midnight and was 
discovered by the Janneys' daughter, Sally.

Governor's Cup Committee 

Harry C. Ketts, III, has been elected 
president of the Governor's Cup com¬ 
mittee which sponsors the annual Gover¬ 
nor's cup circuit at Maryland point-to-point 
race meetings. 

Six Maryland foxhunting clubs partici¬ 
pate in the series and card a race under the 
Governor's Cup committee rules. Gener¬ 


ally, it is a three-mile timber race with 
minimum weight 165 pounds. Horse and 
rider must be acceptable to the individual 
point-to-point race committees. 

The rider winning the season's highest 
point total in participating meets is the 
winner of the Governor's Cup bowl which 
is kept in his or her possession for one 
year. The winner also receives a permanent 
trophy. 

Participating hunts in the 1979 season 
include Middletown Valley, Goshen, 
Potomac, Howard County, Elkridge- 
Harford and Marlborough. Starting the 
hunt race season on March 10 will be 
Middletown Valley, followed by Goshen on 
March 18; Potomac, March 24; Howard 
County, March 31; Elkridge-Harford, April 
7 and Marlborough, April 8. 

At the fall meeting of the Governor's 
Cup committee, held at Columbia, Md., 
it was voted to change the rule prohibiting 
two hunt meets from awarding points in 
the same weekend. Due to extreme weather 
conditions in 1978 hunts were forced to 
hold meets on the same weekends, thus 
eliminating points for some winners. That 
will no longer be the case. 

Syndicate Manager Changed 

As the result of court litigation, Cynthia 
McGinnes has been appointed manager of 
the Impetuosity syndicate, succeeding 
William M. Bowen, Jr. The majority of 
shares in the syndicate are owned by

Ben Nevis 

Charlie and Ann Fenwick, their three 
children and a nurse left for England last 
month to prepare for Ben Nevis's 1979 
racing campaign. Owned by Mrs. Fenwick's 
father, Redmond C. Stewart, Jr., Ben Nevis 
will be pointed for either the Grand Na¬ 
tional or the Cheltenham Gold Cup. 

Winner of the two most recent renewals 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup, Ben Nevis has 
outclassed all competition in American 
timber races and is undefeated in this 
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country in 12 starts. The English-bred 10- 
year-old will, however, be switching to 
brush for next year's races. 

The Fenwicks have taken up residence 
in Wantage, England, renting a house near 
the yard of Ben Nevis's new trainer, Capt. 
Tim Forster. 

Mr. Fenwick, who has taken a leave of 
absence from his job as stockbroker with 
Alex Brown and Sons, is exercising Ben 
Nevis himself and will be the horse's rider 
when he begins his English campaign on 
Boxing Day (December 26) at Kempton. 

The Fenwicks plan to stay in England 
until early April. They will return to Mary¬ 
land in time to campaign Dosdi (owned by 
Charlie's mother, Mrs. Donald Culver) in 
the spring timber races. 

Seeks Shortened Season 

The West Virginia Racing Commission rejected 
Charles Town's proposed 1979 schedule at a 
meeting held early this month, issuing to that 
track a 245-day season which will begin on 
January 26 and conclude on December 1. 

Citing financial difficulties, Charles 
Town has asked the West Virginia Racing 
Commission for a shortened 1979 schedule 
that would eliminate racing in January and 
February. 

William J. McDonald, general manager, 
said the proposed schedule calls for run¬ 
ning four separate meetings beginning on 
Friday, March 2 and ending on Saturday, 
December 15 and totaling 229 nights for the 
year. Charles Town will race 269 nights this 
year. 

Although there are other factors ad¬ 
versely affecting business, McDonald said 
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the track felt compelled to avoid the mid¬ 
winter dates that he called "a disaster" in 
1978. Charles Town lost 15 of its first 60 rac¬ 
ing dates to the weather during January and 
February. Additionally, four nights were 
lost because of the winter fuel shortage. 

"There are other things hurting us, such 
as the Federal government's 20 per cent 
withholding tax, the bridge that has been 
under repair at Harpers Ferry and the 
ever-mounting competition in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania," McDonald said. 

"This year has developed into a case of 
the racetrack's carrying the bulk of the fi¬ 
nancial burden for everybody," he added. 
"It just does not make sense for us to chal¬ 
lenge the weather at the same time we face 
those other substantial obstacles." 

W. C. Freeman Re-Elected 

Willard C. Freeman was re-elected presi¬ 
dent of the American Trainers Association 
at the organization's 44th annual meeting 
held October 19 at Belmont Park. Also 
re-elected were John W. Russell, vice-presi¬ 
dent, Henry S. Clark, secretary-treasurer, 
John V. Hennegan, assistant secretary, and 
John M. Gaver, honorary vice-president. 

Elected to the Board of Directors for 
three-year terms were: J. Elliott Burch, 
MacKenzie T. Miller and James E. Picou. 

Civic-Minded Tipster 

Usually a winning tip to a multi-million¬ 
aire bettor elicits some kind of remunera¬ 
tion. But when that great Maryland-bred 
champion Challedon won the $50,000 Hol¬ 
lywood Gold Cup Handicap in 1940, the 
tipster's reward was an air conditioning 
unit for a Frederick (Md.) movie theatre. 

Writing in the Frederick News-Post, 
columnist A. J. Snyder gives this account 
of how it happened: 

"It was on the eve of the big race; the 
late Dr. Edward P. Thomas of Frederick 
and congressman Joseph Himes of Ohio 
were in California at the invitation and 
expense of Challedon's owner (William L. 
Brann). All three—Brann, Thomas and 
Himes—attended a cocktail party where 
another individual comes into the story— 
Jack Warner, president of Warner Brothers. 
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"Warner was overheard telling a friend 
about the bet he was going to make on the 
favorite (’^Kayak II who finished seventh) 
in the next day's classic. Thomas couldn't 
stand it; he broke into the conversation, 
telling Warner exactly why Challedon 
would win. 

"Taking Dr. Thomas's advice the next 
day, Warner bet on Challedon. After cash¬ 
ing his tickets the king of moviedom asked 
the Frederick surgeon what he could do 
for him to express his gratitude. 

" 'Well,' replied the physician, 'there is 
one thing you could do. You operate the 
movie theatre in Frederick . . . and it's hot 
as hell in there.' 

"The next day Warner got on the phone 
to his offices in New York, and the Tivoli 
Theatre became the first building in the 
city of Frederick to be air conditioned." 

New Maryland Stallion 

Masked Dancer, a beautifully bred 4- 
year-old son of Nijinsky II, has been retired 
to stud at Green Willow Farms in West¬ 
minster. Owned by a syndicate. Masked 
Dancer will stand the 1979 season for a live 
foal fee of $750. 

In addition to being by the brilliant 
Nijinsky II (a son of Northern Dancer), 
Masked Dancer boasts a strong bottom line. 
His dam. Masked Lady, was herself a 
stakes winner and is the dam of two stakes 
winners—Raise A Lady and Who's To 
Know. Who's To Know, a foal of 1970, 
is dam of the 2-year-old filly Angel Island 
who recently won the Alcibiades Stakes, 
defeating, among others, the highly re¬ 
garded Terlingua. 

Nijinsky II, sire of Masked Dancer, was 
European Horse of the Year in 1970 and at 
stud has sired many stakes winners. He 
stands at Claiborne Farm in Lexington. 

Ambemash To Thommar 

Maryland's consistently hard-hitting 
stallion Ambernash has been purchased 
privately by Thornmar Farm and will stand 
there next year for a live foal fee of $2,000. 
Sale of the 16-year-old stallion came about 
as a result of Richard S. Reynolds, Jr.'s 
decision to completely disperse his Thor¬ 
oughbred holdings. 
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Ambernash has sired ten stakes winners, 
including Pearl Necklace ($455,625), Amber 
Hawk, Pistol White and Curious Yellow. 
He is by Nashua out of champion race 
mare Parlo and was bred by the late Wil¬ 
liam duPont, Jr. 

Since 1976, the stallion has been stand¬ 
ing at Fendall M. Clagett's Larking Hill 
Farm. Prior to that he resided at Woodstock 
Farm, Cedar Lane Farm, Worthington 
Farms and Panorama Farm. 


Arctic Flash To Japan 

The 14-year-old stallion Arctic Flash has 
been sold by H. Morton Rosen's Benray 
Farm to Belfonte Study in Kentucky and 
is believed to be destined for stud duty in 
Japan. Winner of nearly $100,000, Arctic 
Flash stood at Mr. Rosen's farm from 1973 
through 1978. He is by Nearctic out of the 
’^Menetrier mare Flashing Top who was 
the dam of four stakes-placed winners. 

Counsellors Image Retired 

Counsellors Image, a 6-year-old son of 
Dancer's Image, has been retired to stud 
and will stand the 1979 season at Benray 
Farm for a $500 live foal fee. Purchased by 
H. Morton Rosen at the 1973 Eastern Fall 
Yearling Sales, Counsellors Image raced 
three seasons in his Benray Farm colors. 

Bred by Peter Fuller, Counsellors Image 
is out of the ’^Princequillo mare Delp Space, 
the dam of Pochette. Pochette is the dam 
of the good Maryland-bred stakes winner 
Runette. Delp Space also produced stakes- 
placed Royal Harbor and four other win¬ 
ners. 

On The Sly's Brother 

Owner-trainer Mel Gross reports that he 
has retired On The Sly's half-brother and 
that the 3-year-old colt, named Dewanian, 
will stand at stud next year at Leonard 
P. Sasso's Penowa Farms in Chesapeake 
City. 

On The Sly, winner of over $600,000, 
was one of the nation's best handicap 
horses last year and is now at stud in 
Kentucky. He is by *Roi Dagobert; De¬ 
wanian is by Dewan. 


Dewanian retires unraced and will stand 
for a fee of $500 as the property of Balmak 
Stable. His sire, Dewan, is by Bold Ruler 
and currently ranks 16th on the national 
listing of leading stallions. 


Easy Gallop To Stud 

J. W. Y. Martin, Jr., has acquired the 
5-year-old Round Table horse Easy Gallop 
for stud duty at his Worthington Farms 
in Glyndon. Winner of two stakes and 
$117,000, Easy Gallop is the first foal pro¬ 
duced by the stakes-winning Native Dancer 
mare Capercaillie. 

Unraced at 2, Easy Gallop won four of 
his first five starts at 3, his fourth victory 
coming in Monmouth Park's $50,000 Choice 
Handicap in which he defeated $300,000 
winner Chati. He also won the $25,000 
Germantown Handicap at Keystone this 
year and placed this year in Aqueduct's 
$50,000 Stymie Handicap. 

Easy Gallop is owned by a syndicate and 
will stand for a live foal fee of $1,500. 


Dr. Campbell Injured 

Dr. Joseph C. Campbell, veterinarian for 
Windfields Farm, was burned by hot grease 
over much of his body last month while on 
vacation in Florida. Dr. Campbell was pan¬ 
frying fish which he had caught when the 
flames erupted, causing him to be splat¬ 
tered. 


Windfields' Sales Yearlings 

Windfields Farm reports that it sold 81 
yearlings at public auction this year for 
$3,706,500. Average price was $45,759. The 
yearlings were sold at Keeneland and Fasig- 
Tipton markets in this country and Canada. 

Both gross and average were the second 
highest in Windfields' history, being 
topped only by the 1977 yearling crop 
which brought $4,207,100 for an average of 
$49,494. 

Purchased at yearling sales this year by 
Windfields Farm were 19 colts and fillies.

In 1974 Mr. and Mrs. C. Oliver Goldsmith jour¬ 
neyed to Kentucky for the Keeneland Fall Sales. 
"I was looking for a broodmare," says Mr. 
Goldsmith. "1 wanted a mare with a good race 
record who was in foal to a nice stallion." The 
mare Goldsmith wound up purchasing at 
$28,000 was Ineabelle who was in foal to Ice- 
capade. Ineabelle, a foal of 1970, had raced in 
both Puerto Rico and the USA. In Puerto Rico 
(where she ran as Campus Girl) she was cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old filly. She earned over $88,000 
there in two seasons. Returned to this country 
for a portion of her 3-year-old season, she 
picked up an additional $15,580 before being re¬ 
tired in 1974. 

"I had always liked Icecapade," says Goldsmith. 
"In fact, I wanted to buy him from Stuart Janney 
when he was retired. But somehow I lost out on 
that deal, and he went to other people. I guess 
one of the reasons I liked him so much was that 
I ran against him with Leematt. In my opinion, 
Icecapade was an absolute topnotch sprinter. I 
remember one race when he turned loose a 
devastating run against my horse." 


Goldsmith says he was always impressed by the 
Icecapade foal Ineabelle produced for him in 
1975. "She was from the start an extremely 
ambitious, tough filly. I remember the first time 
we put a saddle on her. I had just taken it off a 
big colt. So I figured Td have to take up a lot on 
the girth—changing it to fit a filly instead of a 
big colt. But when we put the saddle on, we 
found out that the girth was too short, not too 
long. Instead of taking up, we had to let out. 
That told us something about this filly's rib 
cage. She was bigger than she looked." 

Ineabelle has no 2-year-old. She does, however, 
have a yearling colt by Leematt (named Ollie 
Baba) and a weanling colt by Turn to Reason. 
And she is due to foal next spring to the cover of 
Leematt who, incidentally, was the Goldsmiths' 
best runner, earning over $212,000. 

In winning the Caesar's Wish, Silver Ice 
opposed nine Maryland-breds, the most dan¬ 
gerous of whom were English Trifle and 
Debby's Turn. Clearly best under her 114-pound 
package (compared to 110 on English Trifle and 
124 on Debby's Turn), Silver Ice drew off to win 
by four lengths with English Trifle, the 9-to-5 
favorite, second over Debby's Turn. Silver Ice 
earned $18,330 in the mile and a sixteenth race 
and posted an $11 mutuel.

Miss E. S. Bromley, a Virginia breeder who 
regularly sells her yearlings at Maryland's East¬ 
ern Fall Sales, consigned five horses to the 1977 
auction. Of the five, Dottie B. was the cheapest, 
bringing $6,700 on a bid by Don Tesauro. Miss 
Bromley's average at that auction was $13,740— 
twice what she received for her Nodouble filly. 


But Dottie B. is a runner, even if the bottom line 
in her pedigree does appear somewhat weak. In 
her first start (Atlantic City, August 16), she won 
by five lengths in maiden special weight com¬ 
pany, performing as 6-to-5 favorite. Her sec¬ 
ond effort came in Atlantic City's Brigantine 
Stakes, but she was unable to cope with Candy 
Eclair and wound up seventh in the 11-horse 
field. Returned next to allowance company, she 
won by five. Then she tried Candy Eclair again 
in the Mermaid and finished sixth. Her fifth 
start came at Bowie in the Kindergarten. In¬ 
stalled even-money favorite, the chestnut filly 
never left any doubt as to her superiority. She 
took command leaving the gate, quickly opened 
a comfortable lead and was coasting in the final 
furlong while winning by four lengths. The 
chartcaller made her a "ridden out" winner. 
Her time for the six furlongs was 1:11 2/5. 
Second and third money went to Bold Woman 
and Top Storm, both longshots. 

Mad Cutie, the dam of Dottie B., was a much 
better than average race mare. She raced two 
seasons, made 24 starts and earned $30,685. In 
14 of her 24 starts she finished no worse than 
third. But except for her racing record. Mad 
Cutie had only scant appeal as a broodmare. 
Her first foal died at five weeks of age. Dottie 
B. is her second foal. Mad Cutie's dam. Raving 
Cutie, was unraced and produced only two 
moderate winners in addition to Mad Cutie. 
Dottie B.'s third dam, however, was a stakes 
winner and at stud foaled two stakes winners. 
Additionally, two of the third dam's daughters 
became outstanding producers.

H. George Schneider 

H. George Schneider, owner of the good 
Maryland-bred 6-year-old Resound, died 
in Houston, Texas, on October 14. Mr. 
Schneider, 78, was a 1921 graduate of the 
Naval Academy and served in the United 
States Navy as a line officer. After resign¬ 
ing from the navy, Mr. Schneider went to 
work for the C. F. Braun company, an 
engineering firm in California. He retired 
in 1963 and was at that time the firm's vice- 
president. In addition to Resound (who 
will enter stud next year with earnings 
of over $350,000), Mr. Schneider bred such 
stakes winners as Atoll, Lyrico, Versify, 
Stonewalk and Besomer (the latter in part¬ 
nership with the late Colin MacLeod, Jr.). 
Mr. Schneider and his wife maintained a 
265-acre farm in Virginia but lived in 
Houston. 

Barclay C. Odell 

Barclay C. Odell, who began as a book¬ 
keeper in 1946 with the Maryland Jockey 
Club and left as general manager in 1966, 
died of a heart attack last month in an Iowa 
Hospital at the age of 63. 

Mr. Odell is survived by his wife Sandra, 
a son, Paul B. Odell, who is a placing 
judge at Laurel Race Course, and a daugh¬ 
ter, Bonnie Bayless. Mr. Odell had been 
in a hospital for treatment for the condition 
which stemmed from an attack last summer. 

Mr. Odell graduated from Franklin High 
School in Reisterstown in 1932 and later 
studied accounting at the Baltimore College 
of Commerce, following service during 
World War 11. He was employed by the 
Maryland Jockey Club in October, 1946, as 
an accountant. He was appointed comptrol¬ 
ler in 1953 and general manager in 1965. 

After leaving Pimlico, Mr. Odell became 
the first general manager of Penn National, 
where he served several years. 

Odell had his problems trying to get 
Penn National off the ground after an 
original investment of $3,000,000 had built 
little more than the steel skeleton of the 
grandstand and clubhouse. 


Funds were later raised, but the track's 
main offices burned down Christmas Day, 
1969. 

Odell joined Pimlico after a three-year 
tour of duty in the Pacific and he served 
under Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, General 
Milton Reckord and the Cohen brothers, 
Herman and Ben. 

"Mr. Odell was a dedicated and tireless 
worker," said Chick Lang, who succeeded 
the native Baltimorean as general manager 
of Pimlico. 

"When I joined Pimlico as assistant direc¬ 
tor of racing in 1959, Mr. Odell became a 
close personal friend from whose coun¬ 
sel I learned the business and administra¬ 
tive considerations in the operation of a 
racetrack." 

Mr. Odell's first wife, Anita Logsden, 
is a secretary who handles group visits at 
Pimlico. 

Clay Sutphin 

Clay Sutphin, Virginia-born horseman 
who trained horses in Maryland for 35 
years, died of a heart attack last month 
in Laurel. He was 75 years old. 

During his career, Sutphin trained for 
the Labrot family of Annapolis, and for 
Samuel D. Riddle, the owner of Man o' 
War. He considered Cockfield Stable's 
Akbar Khan, who won three straight stakes, 
to be the best horse he ever trained. 

Sutphin retired from training in 1970. 
His last good horses were Solid and Some¬ 
body's Price, whom he campaigned locally 
for William Vermillion. 

Sutphin used to delight visitors at his 
home in Laurel with stories about racing 
"in the old days," and with other Mary¬ 
land racing lore. 

Sutphin is survived by his wife, Vivian, 
his brother, Edward Franklin, and a sister. 
Myrtle Wayland.

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President's Report 


meeting of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association's Board of Directors 
was held October 26, 1978, in the MHBA's 
office at 201 West Padonia road, Timonium, 
Maryland. 

The president, J. William Boniface, called 
the meeting to order at 8:40 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, Frank 
A. Bonsai, Jr., William G. Christmas, Hal 
C. B. Clagett, Janon Fisher, III, Robert A. 
Leonard, John B. Merryman, John C. Mob- 
berley, Mrs. Henry Obre, Ralph H. Retler, 
Douglas R. Small, Sr. 

Absent were: Mrs. Richard C. duPont, 
Stuart S. Janney, Jr., Hugh J. O'Donovan, 
E. P. Taylor. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read by the general manager, Mr. 
Carter. They were approved as read on a 
motion by Mr. Clagett, seconded by Dr. 
Leonard. 


The president said the first order of busi¬ 
ness would be a report from the Sales Com¬ 
mittee of which Mr. Retler is chairman. 
Mr. Retler stated that his committee had 
held a long and productive meeting the 
previous day and had several recommen¬ 
dations to make to the Board regarding 
changes in sales format. He noted as of 
paramount importance the fact that the 
date for the Eastern Fall Yearling Sale must 
be changed in 1979 because of conflicting 
dates granted the Timonium race meeting. 
Retler said that Bill Linton, Timonium's 
general manager, had advised the MHBA 
that no sales will be possible at Timonium 
in 1979 from August 1 through October 12. 
Retler stated that after much discussion 
his committee was recommending to the 
Board that the Eastern Fall be moved to 


Friday, July 27, and that its name be 
changed to the Eastern Summer Sale. This 
proposal had the complete concurrence 
of Fasig-Tipton's John Finney and Larry 
Ensor who had also attended the Sales 
Committee's meeting. Retler said that his 
committee felt that it was no longer possible 
to hold a two-day Eastern Yearling Sale 
because there is insufficient quality among 
the nominees to provide 200 horses. He 
recommended (with F-T agreement) that 
the sale be cut to one day, thereby elimin¬ 
ating the weaker half of the 1978 catalogue. 
Several methods of selectivity had been 
discussed by the committee, the consensus 
being that consignors themselves should 
contribute their own evaluation. To achieve 
consignor participation, it was recom¬ 
mended that a minimum commission on 
all horses be imposed. Decided on by the 
Sales Committee was a minimum commis¬ 
sion of $600 (which is the commission paid 
on a $12,000 sale), this commission to be 
in addition to the normal $150 entry fee. 
It was further recommended that a $50 
nomination fee be charged, deductible 
from the entry fee for this sale or the 
October yearling sale. Additionally, the 
Sales Committee asked that all nominated 
yearlings be screened by representatives 
of the MHBA and F-T, so that sub-standard 
yearlings would be rejected, even if the 
consignor was willing to pay the $600 com¬ 
mission. The committee also suggested that 
nominations for the Eastern Summer close 
on March 1. 

Retler next reported on the Two-Year- 
Olds in Training Sale held each year in 
May. He said his committee's recommen¬ 
dations were as follows: That the sale be 
held next year on Sunday, May 13, with 
nominations closing February 1; that pre¬ 
entry examination by F-T officials be elimi¬ 
nated and that a consignor preference sys¬ 
tem be used to replace the inspection; that 
the Timonium stable area be opened two 
weeks before the sale but that presence of 
the 2-year-olds not be made mandatory until 
five days before the auction. The minimum 
commission for all horses entering the sales 
ring to be $600—the equivalent of a $12,000 
sale—and the entry fee would remain $300. 

The Sales Committee further recom¬ 
mended that the Mid-Winter Sale be held 
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February 5 and 6 with closing on Decem¬ 
ber 4. The Horses of Racing Age sale was 
tentatively set for June 4. And for all 
auctions except the Eastern Summer and 
Two-Year-Olds in Training, the Committee 
recommended that the entry fee be retained 
at $150 but that a minimum commission 
of $100 be charged for each horse entering 
the ring. 

The Board discussed these Sales Com¬ 
mittee recommendations at considerable 
length. It was then moved by Mr. Clagett 
and seconded by Mr. Christmas that the 
recommendations be accepted with one 
exception—that exception being that F-T 
agree to greatly expand its advertising 
budget for the Eastern Summer sale in 
view of the probable increase in revenues. 
The motion further stated that Mr. Retler 
should be empowered to negotiate this 
point with F-T and that an increase in the 
advertising budget must be acceptable to 
Retler and that he must report his agreed- 
upon percentage back to the Board for final 
ratification. The motion carried without 
dissent. 

Following the approval by the Board of 
those recommendations, Mr. Retler said 
that the Sales Committee felt it would be 
appropriate to hold a meeting for previous 
consignors to the Eastern Fall so that the 
new format could be explained. He said 
also that as a result of a meeting with 
John Finney he was certain that the video 
tape replay could be (and should be) elimi¬ 
nated. He urged, however, that the video 
for instant use be retained. Also to be 
retained would be the audio tape. 

The president next asked Mr. Christmas 
to report on the Legislative Committee of 
which he is chairman. Mr. Christmas said 
he planned to hold a joint meeting with 
an HBPA committee regarding the prepara¬ 
tion of a bill which would empower a 
non-profit authority to sell bonds and buy 
up Maryland tracks. He noted that there 
had been considerable publicity on this 
proposal in the past several weeks and 
added that both of the aspirants for the 
office of governor of the state of Maryland 
had been quoted as being interested in 
such a non-profit takeover. Mr. Clagett

then stated that he was in the process of 
drafting just such a bill and hoped to have 
it completed by December 1. He said he 
planned to submit his draft to the Board 
at its December meeting. Christmas and 
Merryman then urged speed on the part of 
Clagett in drafting this bill—both noting 
that the bill should be introduced in the 
General Assembly in January.The presi¬ 
dent then asked if an increase in Maryland 
Fund income had been forgotten. He stated 
that even at best the non-profit takeover 
would take years to come to fruition, and 
that the increase in Maryland Fund money 
seemed to him to be more urgent—even 
to the point of being critically urgent. Mr. 
Christmas said he had not overlooked a 
bill which would increase Maryland Fund 
money, but that the drafting of it was so 
simple that he will write that bill without 
assistance. 

Carter next asked the Maryland Fund 
committee members (Mobberley and 
Clagett) if they desired any changes in the 
format of the 1979 Maryland Futurity. They 
agreed that present conditions for the race 
be continued. 

There being no further business before 
the Board, the meeting adjourned at 10:30 
p.m. on a motion by Christmas, seconded 
by Merryman. □ 
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Several major changes in Maryland's 
horse auctions have been approved for the 
1979 season. 

Acting on the recommendation of its 
sales committee, the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association's Board of Directors 
gave sanction at its October meeting for the 
transfer of the Eastern Fall Yearling Sales to 
a July date while also tentatively approving 
the creation of a uniform minimum com¬ 
mission on all horses entering the ring in all 
Maryland auctions. 

Transfer of the Eastern Fall from a late 
September to a late July date was brought 
about by Timonium's 1979 racing schedule 
(August 13-September 29) which causes 
the track to operate three weeks later than 
in previous seasons. 
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The new date for the selected yearling 
auction is Friday, July 27. The sale's name 
is being changed to the Eastern Summer 
Yearling Sale. Nominations will close on 
March 1. 

The Eastern Summer will be of one-day 
duration, the committee feeling that a larger 
catalogue would dissipate the sale's quality. 
The auction will follow the Keeneland 
Summer Sale by three days and will precede 
Saratoga's by more than a week. 

"If we can get enough quality," said John 
Finney, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, "I think it's quite probable that 
we can attract foreign buyers already in this 
country for Keeneland and Saratoga." 

In addition to a different name and date, 
the Eastern Summer will have as one of its 
new regulations a minimum commission 
fee of $600. This is the commission (5 per 
cent) paid on the sale of a $12,000 horse. 

"This is not being done," said Ralph Ret- 
ler, chairman of the MHBA's sales commit¬ 
tee, "to generate more money for either the 
sales company or the MHBA. What we are 
attempting to do is involve the consignor 
himself in selecting yearlings for this auc¬ 
tion. We are in effect telling the consignor 
that we do not want yearlings in this sale 
which will bring less than $12,000. If his 
yearling brings that price, then the $600 
minimum will not affect him. But if his 
yearling brings only $6,000, then he will 
find himself paying a 10 per cent com¬ 
mission—which is something that no¬ 
body wants." 

In addition to tightening the Eastern 
Summer with a $600 minimum commis¬ 
sion, all nominated yearlings will be 
screened by a committee representing the 
MHBA and F-T. 

A $50 nomination fee for the Eastern 
Summer will be required by March 1. If the 
nominated yearling is accepted, the $50 fee 
will be deducted from the normal $150 entry 
fee. If the yearling is rejected, the $50 fee 
may be applied to the $150 entry fee for the 
unselected yearling sale to be held at an un¬ 
specified date in October. 

Since the Eastern Summer's new format 
figures to reduce expenses normal to the 
two-day Eastern Fall Sale, the MHBA's 
Board of Directors is insisting that F-T's ad- 
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vertising budget for this auction be consid¬ 
erably enlarged. "'We do not want to ap¬ 
prove this plan just so Fasig-Tipton and our 
own association can make more money," 
said director William G. Christmas. "I will 
vote for it only if we know in advance that 
Fasig-Tipton plans to spend a great deal 
more money on promotion. Our associa¬ 
tion's first duty is to our breeders. We are 
not holding these sales to make our associa¬ 
tion rich." 

J. William Boniface, the MHBA's presi¬ 
dent, has appointed Mr. Retler as a commit¬ 
tee of one to negotiate an increased adver¬ 
tising budget with F-T. Retler is to report 
his recommendation on the matter to the 
Board for its final ratification. 

No significant date changes are planned 
for Maryland's other auctions, but there 
will be an important rule change in entries 
for the Two-Year-Olds in Training Sale to 
be held Sunday, May 13. 

For the first time, it will be the consignors 
themselves who choose the makeup of their 
consignment. There will be no pedigree or 
physical examination (except for a vet check 
on the grounds), it being entirely up to the 



consignor to make his own decision on 
whether or not to enter the sale. 

The only stipulation for getting into the 
sale (other than conformance to required 
pre-sale training specifications) will be 
payment of the entry fee ($300) and a 
minimum sales commission of $600 (same 
as in the Eastern Summer Sale). 

The entry fee for the Two-Year-Olds in 
Training Sale is double that of other Mary¬ 
land auctions, the additional money being 
needed for the afternoon's bullroast, ex¬ 
penses for the race track trials and for an 
expanded advertising budget. 

In other sales developments, the Mid- 
Winter Sale has been scheduled for Feb¬ 
ruary 5-6 (closing December 4); the June 
Horses of Racing Age has been tentatively 
set for June 4 (closing May 1), and the Mary¬ 
land Fall Sales has been left without a pre¬ 
cise date, although it is expected that it will 
be held in late October. 

All three of these unselected auctions will 
have a $150 entry fee and a minimum com¬ 
mission of $100. The commission is equiva¬ 
lent to the amount paid on a $2,000 sale.

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Ten hunt clubs competed in the 23rd 
annual Marlborough Hunt Bowl last month 
and, with a late rally which carried them 
from last to first place, the host Marlborough 
club rode off with the trophy. 

No one was more surprised by the final 
results than Marlborough's MFH A1 Smith, 
Jr., at whose home the competitions were 
held. Going into the final phase (the field 
trials), Marlborough had zero points. 

But in this division of the day's program 
Marlborough won "best pack" in addition 
to first and second places in the judging 
of "best hounds." Those three placings 
earned Marlborough 17 points, one more 
than gained by Casanova. 

The Virginia club had captured a first 
place in the bench judging class ("best 
pack") and the roading of hounds class. 
But in the field trials Casanova failed to 
earn a single point. 

The Marlborough Club was thoroughly 
surprised by its victory. 

This fact was proved when club members 
drank all of their victory champagne at 
the traditional dinner held prior to the an¬ 
nouncing of results. When it came time for 


the toasts, Marlborough had to borrow 
champagne from Potomac. 

The early lead in the day-long competi¬ 
tion was gained by Iron Bridge Hunt. 
Team members Catherine Clevenger, 
Gadby Gillson, Audrey Melbourne and Mary 
Ellen Staley won the hunt pace event, 
accumulating a quick nine points. But for 
the rest of the program. Iron Bridge failed 
to add to its total. 

Second in the hunt pace was the Goshen 
team consisting of Norman Fraley, Nick 
Hartung, Marsha Blocher and Richard Jones. 

Teams from Wicomico and Howard 
placed third and fourth over the 4V2-mile 
10-fence hunter course. 

It's rather like mixing apples and oranges 
when you try to judge a mixture of Cross¬ 
bred, American and English hounds all in 
the same class. Cary Jackson, ex-MFH 
Green Spring Valley Hounds, and Mrs. 
Sherman Haight, Jr., honorary whipper-in 
for Litchfield (Conn.) County Hounds, had 
their work cut out for them as they judged 
30 couple of hounds representing the 10 
hunt clubs. 

Several hundred foxhunting enthusiasts 
attended the competition, shivering in the 
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afternoon as the sun faded and tempera¬ 
tures dropped. The judges spent over an 
hour determining the winners in the ''best 
dog hound" class. When Goshen Hunt's 
Streaker was declared the winner, whoops 
and hollers rang from Goshen members 
who were experiencing their very first 
attempt at the Marlborough Bowl. Two 
Crossbred dog entries, Patton of Fairfax 
and Fumble of Howard, were judged 
second and third. 

Debby Costello of Howard County was 
showing Funny, a Crossbred bitch, when 
she realized she had the winner. Un¬ 
abashed, Debby stooped over and gave 
Funny a big kiss. An American-bred, De La 
Brooke's Aster, was second and Howard's 
Crossbred Fruitful was third. 

The best pack award went to an all 
American pack from Casanova, followed 
by Howard's Crossbreds and De La Brooke's 
American hounds. 

It was a beautiful sight to see the repre¬ 
sentatives of 10 foxhunting clubs scattered 
over the fields holding their individual 
packs while waiting their turn to enter the 
roading hounds competition. Everywhere 
there were hounds, horses, pink coats or 
black meltons. The Casanova Hunt repre¬ 


sentatives, professional huntsman Tommy 
Lee Jones, honorary whippers-in Mrs. 
Russell Cullen and Mrs. William Woodbury, 
Linda Allen, Mrs. Frederick McCaughan 
and Gus Forbush, thought sure they were 
going to take the sterling silver Tiffany 
bowl home across the Potomac river after 
they were declared winners of this event, 
bringing their point total to 16. Closest 
to them at this point was Howard County 
with 13 points, and only one event re¬ 
mained. But both these clubs stayed right 
where they were, proving once again the 
importance of the field trial event. 

Cary Jackson commented after the field 
trials that he just couldn't figure out why 
the entire combined pack ignored the den. 
The drag line was laid in good view of 
most spectators, winding up along a fence 
line and continuing to a simulated den. 
"The hounds ran down that fence line and 
stopped. Not a single one honored the 
den," Jackson puzzled. Their music could 
be heard for miles until they reached the 
end of the fence line, when all activity 
ceased. Judging was based on information 
given by various spotters stationed along 
the drag and by the judges' overall assess¬ 
ment.

Casanova's honorary whipper-in Mrs. 
William Woodbury was injured during the 
field trial when her horse slipped while 
crossing a macadam road. She showed up 
at the celebration dinner at the Marlborough 
Hunt Club after having seven stitches taken 
in her lip. 

Another unfortunate accident occurred 
when a van collided with a parked car, 
shoving it into the car forward. Sandy 
Hoyer, wife of De La Brooke MFH Bob 
Hoyer, was standing between the two cars 
when the collision occurred. Although still 
attired in her side-saddle habit, she man¬ 
aged to leap high enough to avoid serious 
injury. She was taken to Southern Mary¬ 
land Hospital and later released with bad 
bruises. 

Twenty-three years ago when John Lewis 
(Jack) Kelly started the Marlborough Hunt 
Bowl fixture "to further foster the tradition 
of foxhunting," his children Katherine 
Kelly Caywood, Nancy Kelly Helmly and 
Col. John Kelly were teenagers. Today, the 
Bowl has become almost a family affair. 
Nancy is co-chairman with her father and 
Katherine, honorary Marlborough whipper- 
in and mother of eight, took on everything 
from organizing the dinner to washing 
dishes. Colonel Kelly not only helped pre¬ 
pare the couse, but was the announcer. 

The Bowl has developed from a three- 
hunt outing in 1956 to a 10-hunt spectacu¬ 
lar and no one deserves more credit than 
Mr. Kelly and his children. They are cer¬ 
tainly doing more than their share to ac¬ 
complish the goal.

The price for broodmares was never 
higher than at the 39th annual Maryland 
Fall Sales held at Timonium in late October, 
and, as a consequence, both gross receipts 
($1,336,600) and average price ($3,045) set 
new records as 439 horses were sold. 

Yearlings and horses of racing age were, 
however, a somewhat unpopular commod¬ 
ity, 15 of them failing to elicit a bid and 
another 39 failing to attain their reserves. 

The sale was held in five sessions, the 
first two being devoted to yearlings and 
horses of racing age. The other three con¬ 
sisted of broodmares, weanlings, stallions 
and stallion shares. 

Average price at the first two sessions 
was $1,961 (compared to $2,498 in 1977). 
During the final three sessions, the average 
was $3,624 ($3,079 in 1977). 

Overall for the entire sale the gross in¬ 
creased by 4.5 per cent and the average 
was up 6.3 per cent.

Show, 3-Phase 
News Items 


Gill Buys Dead Cert 

Dead Cert, shown successfully by Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles R. McGinnes' Thornmar 
Farm during the past three years in the 
MHSA's Hunter Breeding Division, has 
been sold to Harry R. Gill, owner of the 
world's leading money-winning show 
jumper Idle Dice with earnings in excess 
of $300,000. 

Gill revealed during the Washington 
International Horse Show that he had pur¬ 
chased the 3-year-old gelding by Thornmar 
stallion ’"O'Hara as a potential Grand Prix 
and Olympic Games horse for USET rider 
Buddy Brown and that Dead Cert would be 
shown by Brown at the upcoming 1979 
Winter Equestrian Festival in Florida. 

AHSA Proposes Change 

Competitors in shows sanctioned by the 
American Horse Shows Association will be 
required to become members of the AHSA 
under terms of a proposed rule change 
which will be acted on next month. 

The AHSA's board of directors has ap¬ 
proved the changes. The organization's 
general membership will consider the mat¬ 
ter at its annual meeting in New York. If the 
membership votes favorably on the pro¬ 
posal, the change will go into effect De¬ 
cember 1, 1979. 

In discussing the board's action, AHSA 
president Richard E. McDevitt said, "The 
problem of non-member participation in 
AHSA-licensed horse shows has been 
steadily growing. The non-member par¬ 
ticipants get all of the benefits of the associ¬ 
ation, while at the same time not making 
any contribution towards its administrative 
costs." 
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Citing statistics developed by the associa¬ 
tion's membership committee, McDevitt 
pointed out that during the past four years, 
while the number of shows licensed by the 
AHSA has increased 6 per cent, the number 
of both junior and senior members has ac¬ 
tually declined by some 3 per cent. Addi¬ 
tionally, some 68 per cent of all amateur 
competitors in AHSA-licensed shows were 
not members of the association. 

McDevitt continued, "For many years, 
the membership base of the AHSA reflected 
to a large degree the number of riders par¬ 
ticipating at any one given time in the 
sport. 

"The continued growth of horse sports 
and the great many new enthusiasts who 
are entering it are at this point overloading 
the AHSA's existing capabilities to the 
point where we feel that the only equitable 
solution to the problem is to require every 
participant to make a contribution towards 
the effectiveness of the organization." 

Joining McDevitt in supporting the pro¬ 
posed membership rule, James J. Fallon, 
ASHA executive secretary, said, "Many 
people do not realize the wide range of ser¬ 
vices that the AHSA provides to the horse 
show community. Certainly foremost 
among these activities is our promulgation 
of the rules by which shows and other 
equestrian events are run. These rules are 
constantly being reviewed and revised to 
assure total fairness and safety to all com¬ 
petitors in member shows. Additionally, 
our strong program of drug surveillance 
and research is designed to benefit all par¬ 
ticipants in AHSA shows particularly, and 
the world of horse sport in general." 
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Other AHSA programs include selection 
and qualification procedures for judges and 
stewards; impartial scheduling of show 
dates to avoid conflicts; collection of non- 
negotiable checks made as payment of entry 
fees to member shows; review and critique 
of prize lists; sponsorship and coordination 
of clinics and forums; registration of horses; 
tabulation of points of both zone and na¬ 
tional awards programs; and providing to 
members a reference source through the 
annual Rule Book and the monthly 
magazine Horse Show. 

McDevitt pointed out that the expenses of 
these programs and services have increased 
extensively because of the growth of par¬ 
ticipation in equestrian sports and the in¬ 
flationary environment in which the associ¬ 
ation must function. 

In order that all participants equally share 
the fiscal responsibility for the growth and 
development of the sport, the AHSA board 
of directors has proposed the new member¬ 
ship requirement. 

However, because the association recog¬ 
nizes that some exhibitors compete on a 
minimal basis, an additional membership 
category has been proposed. Entitled "Lim¬ 
ited Membership", it will be on a per-show 
basis, and members in this new category 
will pay a fee of $5 to each show they enter. 

USET Riding High 

United States Equestrian Team jumping 
squads won two out of three Nations' Cups 
and two of three Leading International 
Team awards at the three shows which 
made up the 1978 Fall Indoor Circuit. 

The United States extended its winning 
streak of top international team honors to 
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16 consecutive shows on the North Ameri¬ 
can Fall Circuit by winning the most points 
at both the Washington (D.C.) International 
and New York's National Horse Show. 
Canada's riders won the award at their 
home show, the Royal Winter Fair, win¬ 
ning the coveted cup in Toronto for the 
first time in ten years. 

United States riders won the Nations' 
Cup in both New York and Toronto, 
making the US record in fall circuit com¬ 
petitions 17 wins in the past 21 shows. 

Dennis Murphy, riding Gulf States 
Paper Corporation's Tuscaloosa and Do 
Right in all three shows, won the Leading 
International Rider honors at both Wash¬ 
ington and Toronto. 

The USET riders at the Washington and 
New York shows were Buddy Brown, Mur¬ 
phy, Melanie Smith and Bernie Traurig. 

In Washington, the United States was 
Leading International Team with 95 points; 
followed by Canada with 63, Ireland with 
31 and Belgium with 10. Murphy won two 
classes on Tuscaloosa and one on Do Right. 
Brown rode Harry Gill's Idle Dice to an 
international class victory and Traurig on 
The Cardinal also took a blue ribbon in 
an international class. Canada won the 
Nations' Cup, with the U.S. second, fol¬ 
lowed by Ireland and then Belgium. 

In New York, the USET captured both 
the Nations' Cup and Leading International 
Team honors. To win the team award the 
United States earned 84 points, with Ire¬ 
land second with 79. Canada had 63 and 
Belgium 22. Melanie Smith took firsts in 
two classes, one each on Stillmeadow 
Farm's Val de Loire and Radnor 11. 
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For Toronto's Royal Winter Fair, the 
United States team was made up of Murphy, 
Michael Matz, Scott Nederlander and Rob¬ 
ert Ridland. 

Turning in six faultless rounds, the 
United States captured Toronto's Nations' 
Cup, with Canada's 12 faults placing them 
second. Ireland had 16 and Belgium 20. 
Dennis Murphy again won the Leading 
International Rider honors after a seesaw 
battle with Canada's Ian Millar. The duel 
was not decided until the last day of the 
nine-day competition when Murphy pulled 
ahead to win 49 to 43. Team honors were 
also close enough to be decided on the 
final day of the show, with Canada topping 
the United States by only eleven points, 
133 to 122. 

In winning the Leading Rider's sash in 
Toronto, Murphy placed in nine of 14 
international classes, including three firsts. 
Ridland, riding Nederlander Associates' 
Nazarius, also took a class first at the 
show and was in the top four six other 
times.

30 Years Ago 

The Maryland Horse 

Reported. . . 

► Shown on the cover was Breckinridge 
Long's filly Loraine, by ^Challenger II out of 
Nasca. Trained by Max Hirsch, Loraine was 
winner of the Bowie Breeders Stakes. 

► The best race horses of 1948 were chosen 
in a poll sponsored by Turf and Sport Digest. 
One hundred sixty-three sports and turf 
writers cast ballots in five divisions and 
when they were tallied the results were: 
Blue Peter the top two-year-old colt or geld¬ 
ing (with 474 points over Mr. Busher, sec¬ 
ond with 227 points); Myrtle Charm the 
best two-year-old filly (425 points, Gaffery 
next with 163); Citation walked off with top 
three-year-old and Horse of the Year honors 
and ’^Shannon II was voted champion older 
horse in a tight contest with Stymie taking 
second. Fervent third and Conniver fourth. 
Gallorette placed down the list with 27 
points. 

► The Daily Racing Form poll was Joe 
Palmer's topic, and the best handicap mare 
vote went under his scrutiny. "Conniver, 
bred at Alfred Vanderbilt's Sagamore Farm 
but racing now for Harry La Montagne, was 
chosen as the best mare . . . and Gallorette, 
from W. L. Brann's Glade Valley Farm but 
sold in mid-season to Mrs. Marie Moore, 
was placed second to her. No one can pick 
too much fault with this selection, though I 
think Conniver had a psychological advan¬ 
tage. Gallorette began the season as the best 
of her sex for at least some years . . . Con¬ 
niver began as a plater. They ended on 
about even terms. . . . Anyway, one tends 
to vote for the Cinderella story, which 
probably accounts for the fact that in the 
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DRF poll Conniver led by 127 points to Gal- 
lorette's 40. I'm not the least sure that Con¬ 
niver could beat the ^Challenger II mare on 
a horse and horse basis." 

► The death of Ellis Dean McFarland, 59, 
who was secretary and editor of the Perche- 
ron News, was reported in this issue. His 
work in the Percheron Horse Association 
had earned for him the Medal of Merit from 
the French government in 1930. 

► The results of the Maryland Fall Sales 
were not encouraging. "In November, 1947, 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
sold 152 Thoroughbreds for $142,675. In the 
1948 auctions at Pimlico and Timonium 52 
more horses were sold for $1,085 less. In 
1947, the average was $939. This year's av¬ 
erage was $694—down 26 per cent." But 
there were some positive points. "The mar¬ 
ket was not weak ... a lot of horses were 
being sent down the drain pipe, but when 
anything with a touch of class or promise 
showed up it got attention. Many of the 
animals were on their way out of the 
Thoroughbred breeding picture." 

► The report on the Keeneland Fall Sales 
"clearly demonstrated the strength of the 
market for desirable bloodstock. While 
mares not now in foal may in some in- 
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stances have sold cheap, there was little else 
that did. It is true that the averages were 
off, as they were in Maryland, California 
and elsewhere, but the fact remained that 
good stock, of all kinds, sold as well as it 
did a year ago, if not better." Fifty-four 
Thoroughbreds were purchased by and for 
Maryland breeders, with Ray Bryson one of 
the state's most active buyers, bringing 
home 11 horses. 

► From the Editor's Saddle Bag, a look at 
November 5: "In New York tonight, having 
come up to judge ponies, junior classes and 
equitation at the Garden. Got in early 
enough to admire the great show put on by 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, as well 
as the fine riding of the Mexican and French 
teams. Sad to say, the United States has no 
military team, and Canada has only a pri¬ 
vate 'scratch' team. . ." 

► Research into equine influenza and 
coughs and a faster, more accurate diag¬ 
nosis for "swamp fever" were among the 
subjects reported in progress at the Grayson 
Foundation. According to Grayson vice- 
president General Raymond A. Kelser, the 
foundation hopes to set up a grant of 
$25,000 for three years for study of the in¬ 
fluenza also known as "shipping fever." 

► Ralph G. Kercheval was reported to be in 
residence in his new job as manager of Sa¬ 
gamore Farm. The writer noted, "Mr. Ker¬ 
cheval has been well trained for his new 
position, having had wide experience 
under Major Beard at Greentree and Charlie 
Kenney at Coldstream before going into the 
Army in 1941. In the Remount Service Ker¬ 
cheval rose to the rank of Lieutenant Col¬ 
onel, and commanded Fort Robinson, Ne¬ 
braska, for a period. After coming out of the 
service he served as agent for the Maine 
Chance Stable for some time." Following 
that he trained the Frank Frankel stable. 
"As a youngster," the writer added, "Ker¬ 
cheval was a great football player for the 
University of Kentucky." 

► In The Racing Scene, Don Reed com¬ 
mented delightedly on the accomplish¬ 
ments of "A Maryland-bred horse, a Mary¬ 
land owner and a Maryland jockey . . . dur¬ 


ing the fall season of 51 days run at Laurel, 
Pimlico and Bowie. They were Pilaster, H. 
L. Straus and Carson Kirk and the records 
they set up are unusual indeed. Pilaster, 
four-year-old gelding by Pilate out of Air 
Cooled who was bred by Straus, rang up no 
less than five stakes victories and was third 
in two other added-money events." Straus' 
silks "were carried to triumphs in no less 
than half a dozen stakes this fall, five of 
them by Pilaster and in the other by 
Nokomis. For Kirk," Reed continued, "the 
fall season was one of his most successful in 
a good many years of campaigning. Not 
only did he rank right up at the top . . . but 
he won nine stakes out of the 28 specials 
run on the flat—or 32 per cent of the total 
added-money events offered . . . Pilaster's 
record was truly a grand one and much cred¬ 
it for the fine condition he maintained 
through the long fall must go to F. A. Bon¬ 
sai, Jr. his trainer." 

► Racing in Maryland in 1948, according to 
Reed, was, from a business standpoint, a 
"bad" one in comparison to last season's 
figures.

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Editorial 


Nobody Listened 

It was three years ago that the Maryland Horse Breeders Association went to 
war against the Triple. We didn't win; a fact which, in retrospect, seems most 
unfortunate now that Sports Illustrated has laid bare to the public Tony Ciulla's 
allegations regarding fixed Triples in New York, Maryland, Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and other states. 

Our crusade against the Triple began with a letter from our then president, 
John B. Merryman, to the then chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission, 
J. Newton Brewer, Jr. The commission was unimpressed by the Merryman letter 
of August, 1975, which read in part: 

"It is our opinion that sooner or later there will be uncovered a scandal of 
such magnitude as to threaten the existence of horse racing. When this occurs, 
we devoutly hope that Maryland's racing will not be involved. We believe that 
the only way to make certain that Maryland is not a party to such a scandal is to 
eliminate multiple pool wagering (except for the Daily Double) as quickly as 
possible." 

Remaining resolute in its determination to eliminate the Triple, the MHBA went 
to Annapolis following the Maryland Racing Commission's rebuff and supported a 
bill which would have made it illegal to have Triple betting in Maryland. We fared 
no better with the General Assembly than we had with the commission. 

How nice it would have been if someone had listened to us. Now all we can 
do is point out that we tried. That's some consolation, I guess, but not much.

In 64 starts (30 
times in stakes races) won 13 races, 19 times 
second, 10 times third (placing first, second or 
third in 18 stakes races). Beat such stakes winners 
as North Call, Resound, Dancing Champ, Gala 
Harry, Jolly Johu, Stevie's Joy, Con Man, Take 
the Pledge, Pistol White, Splitting Headache, Direc¬ 
tory and Iron Derby. He was a close second to 
such highly-regarded horses as Intrepid Hero 
(giving 3 pounds) and Singh. 

King of Fools won 6 races at 6 furlongs and 7 
races at one mile or over. On the turf he placed 
6 times out of 12 starts, finishing second to Talc 
beaten 1 length in the Kent Stakes; second to 
Intrepid Hero beaten 2 lengths in the Boardwalk; 
second to Break Gp the Game beaten a neck in 
the Kelly-Olympic; second to Stevie’s Joy beaten 
2 lengths in an allowance race; second to Soldier’s 
Lark beaten 3 lengths in an allowance race; and 
third to Dan Horn and All the More beaten 4 
lengths in the Donald P. Ross Handicap. 

In ail of his races King of Fools showed heart 
and durability, retiring sound after five years of 
racing. In his last race on September 16, 1978, 
he was second to Dave’s Friend, beaten 3/4 
length in the Chesapeake Handicap.

In the September 13, 1978, issue of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Record Brown Leach writes: “Mr. Abe 
Hewitt once commented that a really top sire 
emerges regardless of the opportunity afforded 
him to breed to the highest quality mares... . The 
four stallions who are reviewed in this article repre¬ 
sent the occasionally-discovered stallion who, 
initially thought to have had anywhere from no 
chance to a moderate chance of success, comes 
through with notable stakes winners, a high per¬ 
centage of winners and high earnings indices, 
and as a result suddenly becomes very popular. 


I^GN FOOL RUN was being used as a teaser 
at Fendall M. Clagett’s Larking Hill farm near 
Harwood, Maryland, in 1971. 

“By the *Nasrullah stallion *Beechpark (who was 
a jumper) out of Missy R., by Windfields, Run 
Fool Run earned only $34,010 at the track. He 
had, however, finished third behind In Reality in 
the 1967 Choice Stakes at Monmouth, had de¬ 
feated stakes winner More Scents (1968 Fall 
Highweight Handicap, etc.) at 1 1/16 miles in 
another race at Monmouth, and had won at seven 
furlongs at Laurel in a time that was only a fifth 
off the track record. Plagued by troubles that 
traced to a nicked tendon, he won or placed in 
12 of 38 starts over four seasons. 

‘Trainer Eddie Gaudet persuaded Clagett to 
breed Run Fool Run to a couple of Thoroughbred 
mares in 1971. Previously the horse had been 
bred only to hunter and show mares—Thorough¬ 
breds perhaps, but not runners. One of the two 
matings in 1971 resulted in King of Fools, a 
stakes winner who so far has earned $215,225. 

“From five crops through 1977 Run Fool Run 
had only 12 runners. Ten of the 12, though, 
were winners, including another stakes winner, 
Runette, who has earned approximately $80,000. 
Those first 12 runners were produced by mares 
whose cumulative average earnings per start index 
was precisely 1.00. The index for the runners 
sired by Run Fool Run was more than double 
that, 2.12, through 1977. 

Though Run Fool Run’s sire was a jumper, 
he was a good one, winning ten stakes. On his 
dam’s side, Run Fool Run is out of a mare by 
E. P. Taylor’s stallion Windfields, who appears 
in the pedigrees of many top-class horses. 

“Run Fool Run’s dam. Missy R., is strong on 
the bottom side, too. Her dam, *Stalina, produced 
four stakes winners, including Drama School, the 
dam of Canadian champion Norcliffe (earnings 
of $433,978). 

“After averaging less than three runners per 
crop for five years, times have changed for Run 
Fool Run, who stands for $1,000. In 1978 he 
was bred to 40 mares. ‘We just didn’t know what 
we had,’ said a spokesman at the farm; “now we’re 
breeding everything to him.’ ’’
